FLAKES 
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ROYAL COMMISSION'S 
NIGHTMARE SCHEME 


HE report and recommendations of the Palestine Royal 

Commission, and the Government's statement of policy, are 

as bad as, if not worse than, the blackest unofficial 
forecasts contemplated. They will strike a chill into the 
hearts of Jews already oppressed with heavy cares, and 
the day that they were published will be a mournful one even 
in the tragic Jewish calendar. Let it, then, be said at 
once that a scheme, such as is now proposed, which sub- 
divides an already divided National: Home, which robs Zion of 
its mother city of Jerusalem, which makes a howling mockery 
of British obligations, and which, to adapt the words of one 
commentator, turns the National Home into a National Grave- 
yard—the graveyard of Jewish hopes—is one that can never 
command Jewish assent. It will, and must, be met with firm 
and intelligent opposition, 

It is the admitted product of despair born of the Mandatory’s 
vacillation and weakness. It is thrust upon Jews and 
Arabs without any attempt at least to try out some alternative 
plans. Its production is a violation of the terms of reference of 
the Commission, which was asked only to suggest how the 
Mandate could ba better implemented, not to propose its com- 
plete abrogation. And “ik stands in startling contradiction of 
the repeated official promjse’that any proposals to be brought 
forward would be withié the framework of the Mandate. How 
far it destroys the hopes held out to Jews only one fact need be 
cited to prove. The/Churchill White Paper of 1922, while if 
seriously whittled down Jewish aspirations, did emphasise that 
Jews were in Palestine “as of right, and not on sufferance.” 
Can anyone say that a Palestine which is partitioned among 
several parties is an honouring of this pledge ? Is not such a plan, 
on the contrary, a direct and unmistakable repudiation of it, 
which can only be viewed with astonishment and dismay ? And, 
to cap it all, the Jews are coolly asked to pay for this desertion, 
and for the simulacrum of a National Home now offered.

Quite apart from all these vital considerations, however, the 
new proposals have not even the merit of being practicable. They 
area triumph of artificiality anda veritable masterpiece of com- 
plexity. Three territories—Jewish, Arab, and British—are to be 
set up within a tiny country of the size of Wales. The 
frontiers can only be a bewildering criss-cross, aggravated 
by enclaves and corridors. It “passes the wit of man" 
to devise any partition plan which would avoid the interming. 
ling of Jew and Arab in their respective States, and it has 
certainly passed even the acute wits of the Royal Com- 
mission. The prospect is held out of the “inestimable boon of 
peace’ for Jew and Arab. More truly can it be. said that the 
Commissioners are the architects not of peace but of chaos, 
There is no chance of peace in this nightmare of a scheme even 
for harassed Britain herself, for her anxieties can only 
be indefinitely increased under its working, and the best thing 
that can be hoped is that the mere discussion of Partition 
will at last shock all good Palestinians, Jews and Arabs, 
moderates and extremists, into a determined movement ta 
reach an understanding without the than useless 
interference of others. 

Meanwhile, let it not be forgotten that the pron 
in Palestine a Jewish National Home is embo lied 
international contracts to which both Great 
Jewish people, These agreements 
can be torn up only with the consent of those concerned. When 
in 1922, in the case of the Churchill White Paper, this country 
wished to vary them, it was careful first to obtain the acquies- 
cence of all the other parties, including the Jews, for withouf 
it the variation was impossible. To-day, a further and mure 
serious break-away from the contract is contemplated, and 
again the British Government recognise their imperative obliga- 
tion to secure the “ freedom to give effect to it.” This means, 
unless the age-long sensitiveness of Britain to the requirements 
of national honour has waned, that unless Jewish consent is 
obtained, Partition cannot go through. We decline to believe 
that this country is less honourable than in its long history if 
has always been, and it is within the power of the Jewish people 
therefore to bring the whole crazy partition plan to naught. 

We devoutly hope that this is the course that Jews will 
resolutely pursue in the truest interests ofall. Let them not be 
overawed and weakened by bogies such as extorted from 
Zionists their reluctant agreement tothe Churchill White Paper 
—an agreement which they later bitterly regretted, and with

Butit would not be half so disastrous as Partition, or 
so incapable of revocation by a Government otherwise minded, 
Indeed, it is likely that, given a righteous and wholesome 
policy on the part of the Jewish Agency towards the Arabs, 
and the maintenance of law and order, there would, after three 
years of immigration curtailment, be a vigorous Arab movement 
for the reopening of Palestine to Jewish immigrants—a move- 
ment as vehement as the fight which the proposed Arab State 
will assuredly wage against its suggested union with Trang. 
jordan’s starvation farm. 
Let Jews, therefore, stand firm, resisting alike cajolery, 
intimidation, andthe temptation to violence. Another crisis has 
come in their long and tragic history. They stand at the parting 
of the ways. There is no room for the weak-kneed, still less for 
the treacherous. If the Palestine hope—the only one that hag 
shone on Jewry these last two thousand years—is quenched, then 
a step will have been taken that only a divine miracle could undo, 
Let us bear that momentous truth in mind. It is for 
Jewish loyalty, Jewish steadfastness, Jewish optimism; 
and Jewish unanimity that we pray at this fateful hour,

Indeed, if our information be correct, it actually 
opened this week, representatives of the Zionist Organisation, the 
Revisionists, and, it is hoped, the Mizrachi, a'l assembling in the 
sacred cause of unity. We can only say that it is the earnest hope 
of all Jews that its deliberations will be fruiiful, for surely unity in 
the Zionist ranks was never more desperately needed than now. 
Difficulties, no doubt, will arise during the discussions. But if they 
are tackled not in the sole desire to score party or personal 
advantages but in a practical attempt to achieve a wise compro- 


mise, they should not be beyond solution. The party system, applied 
to Zionist politics, may have its uses. But that system presupposes 
the restraint and discipline so admirably exemplified in British 
public affairs. Certainly the Zionist part that allows its pride, 
stubbornuess, or foolish intractability to run away with its sense of 
urgent public necessity will forfeit the esteem of the Jewish people 


and can never hope to regain it. 


Tue drawing of the frontiers of German Upper Silesia and Poland 
left, as was inevitable, large minority popula- 
NAZILAWS FOR tions in each country. In order to prevent 
UPPER SILESIAN their ill-treatment, Poland, and Germany agreed 
JEWS to a treaty, mutually guaranteeing minority 
rights in their respective areas. That treaty, 
however, which protected the Jews of Upper Silesia from the anti- 
Jewish system prevailing in the rest of the Reich, expires on 
Thursday next, and, in anticipation, the German Government have 
enacted. a law applying Nazi anti Jewish legislation to these 
unfortunate people. Jewish teachers, lawyers, doctors, Government 
officials, and employees of public departments are all swept away into 
the net. Even exemptions originally granted in the remainder of 
the Reich because of war services or sacrifices are withheld, though, 
seeing that those exceptions are now almost a dead letter, there is 
no room for disappointment. 


It is believed that Germany wouldihave been willing to renew the 
Treaty, not of course out of any tender feelings 
towards Jews, but because the interests of a 
number of Germans in the Polish areas would 
have been prejudiced. But the Polish Government, 
which had for some time displayed determined hostility to the 
principle of minority treaties unless all countries were bound by it, 
firmly objected. In the result.some 7,000 more Jews—the number 
now residing in Upper Silesia—are actually or potentially 
threatened. This number may not be a large one, as compared 
with the total of German Jewry now under the Nazi hee’, 
but justice and mercy are not mere matters of figures and the 
sufferings of seven thousand people deserve at least some attempt 
at alleviation. Why cannot an effort be made, somewhaton the lines 
of the successful action taken in the Saar, to procure a fairly long 
respite or stay of execution, during which the victims could 
liquidate their affairs and clear out? We believe that c*rtain steps 
were taken toobtain a prolongation of the Treaty, though without 
effect. But might not action taken by prominent Jews and non. 
Jews in this and other countries to secure an adequate breathing 
space before the new blows fal! meet with a more human response ? 


CAN NOTHING 
BE DONE ?

And though, in accordance with 
plan, it won a certain amount of publicity, due to the procession’s 
starting from a fiercely antagonistic district, its exposure of the 
feebleuess of the Fascist movement cancelled out that advantage, 
in that respect resembling a previous and notorious Fascist march to 
Hyde Park. 

The truth is, the more Sir Oswald proclaims hims:lf the 
vindicator of popular liberties, the less anxious does the populace 
seem to be for his assistance. According to one report of his speech 
on Sunday, he asserted that “ never had a revolutionary movement 
made such progress in so short a timeas British Fascism.” Sir 
Oswald's political microscope must be one of phenomenal power !

They accepted the crown of Priesthood because by coming 
to that service they demonstrated that they believed that it was 
a good thing to sing unto the Lord, and they performed an 
act of devotion as sons and daughters of Israel ministering at the 
altar of the Most High. The crown of dominion was their acceptance 
of the responsibility of adult life. And yet they were told thatthe 
crown which symbolised a fine character, and which was seen by 
God alone, was more valuable even than those other three crowns, 
The Jewish ideal ofa life sanctified by the real blessing of holiness 
such as they solemnly entered upon that day was a coronation that 
must remain for ever present in their memories.

HIDING JEWISH PALESTINE FROM BRITISH TOURISTS 


I have just returned from a cruise which included a three-day visit 
to Palestine. At the first port of call, a brochure was received in the 
morning telling passengers about the interests of Jerusalem, but the 
information regarding Tel-Aviv was limted to two or three lines. 
The result of this was that only a very few of the passengers visited 
Tel-Aviv, and subsequently it turned out that even they would not 
have done so had it not been for tortuitous circumstances. It 
strikes one as very remarkable that 1,100 passengers on the very 
doorstep of Tel-Aviv should be deprived, owing to the lack of publhieity, 
ot the opportunity of seeing some of the developments achieved. by 
our people. One would think that such progress should be impressed 
on the Bntish mind whenever the opportunity anses. There 1s 
gross inetlicency somewhere. It 1s common rumour that a certain 
well-known travel organisation responsible for tourist arrangements on 

« board ship discourages Jewish publicity and invariably engages Arab 
chauffeurs and guides. This rumour was confirmed by expenences 
both at Jaffa and particularly at Haifa—it was practically unpossible 
to engage a Jewish chauffeur. Surely that is a lamentable state of 
affairs in the Land of IsraclL The Tourist Development Association of 
Palestine, in their contemplated measures to increase the tourist traflic 
to Palestine, will perhaps note my enticism and will see that full 
advantage be taken of the opportunity for propaganda when thousands 
of people visit Palestine on holiday.—Mr. Jack Morrison, 62, 
Sherbrooke Avenue, Glasgow, 8.1.

Me. ALFRED BENJAMIN 


The death occurred on Sunday of Mr. Alfred Benjanun, of 30, Hocroft 
Road, Hampstead, at the age of sixty-one. The deceased was born into 
a heritage of communal service, and he fully maintained that tradition 
until illness overcame him nearly three years ago, when he was compelled 
to abandon active communal work. In his early days he was interested, 
with his late brother, Ben, in the movement which culminated in the 
establishment of the Home for Jewish Ineurables, and he also served, 
in its initial stages, as Hon. Seeretary of the German Hospital Kasher 
Kitchen. 

After the War, in which he served and in which his health became 
seriously impaired for some time, Mr. Benjamin spent part of his leisure 
in prison visitation work for the United Synagogue. In later years, the 
two institutions which secured his interest were the First Lodge of England 
of the B’nai B'rith, of which he was at one time Hon. Secretary and a 
member of several of its Committees, and the Jewish Health Organisation, 
of which he had been Treasurer. He made great efforts to place the 
Organisation on a sound financial basis. When his health compelled him 
to curtail his communal activities, he found compensation in the support 
and encouragement which he was able to give his wife, Ehzabeth 
Benjamin, in the work she had undertaken in connection with the 
German-—Jewish Relief Pund for Women and Children. In his memonal 
address. the Rev. Michael Adler said: ‘‘Mr. Benjamin was most to. be 
appreciated by the fact that he so nobly maintained the prestige of the 
Jewish name among the extensive commercial circles in which his 
business hay.”’ 

The deceased, who was a member of the Hampstead Synagogue, was 
burned at Willesden on Tuesday. 


Professor Dr. Max ADLER, the famous Jewish philosopher and 
sociologist, has died in Vienna at the age of sixty-five. He was greatly 
interested in the Zionist movement, and in 1932 he published a pamphiet 
entitled “** Zionism and Socialism,” 

Mr. Harris Frayman, of Bury New Road, Manchester, who passed 
away in Blackpool last week, had been for many years Treasurer of the 
Mount Horeb Beacon of the Order of Ancient Maccabeans and am active 
worker for the Manchester Linas Hazedek Society.

Jewish Reactions 
to Anti-Semitism 


- —

HERE igs one aspect of the present widespread attacks on the 
Jewish people which has not, perhaps, received. all the 
attention it deserves, and that is the effect of these campaigns 
on the Jewish mind and soul. The disastrous consequences of 
the anti-Jewish movement are not to be measured only by the 
casualty lists—the numbers of the maimed and the gl in, or 
the total of windows smashed or of houses or shops looted. 
There are also the consequences, possible or actual, to the Jewish 
morale, the Jewish outlook on life, even the Jewish character. Here 
is & people perpetually under fire. It bas to stand to its defence, so to 
speak, not on one or two but, as I once said in these columns, ona 
dozen frontiers—and to stand totally unarmed. Through year after 
year it is assailed by threats and the coarsest abuse. 
of the slanderer is never still. Not content with the old lies and 
the old scurrility, new campaigns are launched in conformity 
with changing times until one hardly knows where next the

trouble will arise and what fiendish form it will take. And 
all this sort of thing has been going on for generations. Is it 


possible that experiences so protracted and so bitter should not 
in time colour the minds and the feelings of the victims? Is 
there any people on God's earth that could remain impervious to 
such circumstances ? I don’t believe it! 
“HE subject, as somebody recently remarked, is one for the 
expert psychologist and the medical man. But even the 
observant man-in-the-street can see sufficient to enable him to 
draw fairly accurate conc!usions, however limited their scope. He 
knows, for instance, that wearing tyranny is apt to excite in the 
sturdier spirits the reaction of revolt. That, as is so often urged, ig 
at the back of the association of some Jews with the Bolshevik 
uprising. The glib people who denounce ‘the Jewish followers of 
Karl Marx do no* remember the miseries and horrors of the Russian 
Pale of Settlement, the streets that ran red with Jewish blood, 
‘They did not experience in their own persons the horrible lengths 
to which the blood-!lust can go. .Had 
remembered or themselves suffered these things, 
spared their diatribes,

Yet, the fact remains that the Russian Jews 
in the mass bad no hand or part in the Bolshevik uprising, and the 
overwhelming majority of them nloof, caring

As a rule, in fact, 
the Jew is slow to violence, as he is also slow to bate. We were 
all lost in admiration, for instance, Whow-te refused to meet force 
with force in what is euphemistical'y described as his own National 
Home. He does not repel, by bis own organised force, the organised 
ruffians in Poland who smash his home to bits and assault him 
in the streets. In East London, too, the vast majority of Jews 
are quite rightly content to meet vituperation with argument, and, 
for the rest, to rely on the protection of the law. 


NE constantly hears, however, that the Jews are a disruptive 
factor in the lives of other peop'es, that they are iconoclasts 
battering the accepted idols of their neighbours, that they are 
always reaching out for the new, seeking to uproot and rebui'd—the 
restless protagonists of revolutionary change in politics, the sciences, 
und the arts. There have, no doubt, been rest-ess beings among 
them who have disturbed the complacency of the let-things-alone 
schoo!, and sought to amend or undo. But I have never been able 
to understand the obscurantist and tomfool idea that anybody who, 
jn the exercise of his reasou, proposes to effect changes is neces- 
sarily a firebrand and a miscreant. If mankind had opposed every 
advocacy of new ideas, we should still be burning heretics at the 
stake, buying and s-liing slaves, and believing, with the folk so 
bitingly satirised by Kipling, that the world is flat! 


EVERTHELESS, if there is a tendency among some Jews 
boidly to question existing ideas or institutions, cannot the 
cause be traced, in some measure at least, to the fact that Jews 
have so often had bitter cause to do so, and are critics by force of 
circumstance? In short, are we not here faced with another of the 
Jew's reactions to wrong—not the reaction of armed revolt, but 
the revolt of the pen ond the study? But, to continue our inquiry 
a little further, the effect of perpetual ill-treatment, met only by the 
despairing feeling of impotence, may take other forms and affect 
the mass as well as the individual. I notice, for instance, that 
the Home Secretary, referring recently to his justification for 
banning Fascist processions in East London, remarked that “in 
those parts there is concentrated a large number of Jews whose 
memories of racial persecution make them particularly sensitive.” 
No doubt! Butin this case, we are dealing only with menories, 
Abroad, it is not a question of the past, but of actual present-day 
personal experience. The armed assailant is round the corner, or 
on the Jew'a doorstep. or in the lecture hall of his university, Yester- 
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day be himself saw the Jewish quarter wrecked. To-morrow it may 
be the turn of some neighbouring Jewish settlement. He cannot take 
up @ newspaper without finding himself reviled. He is boycotted, 
Spat upon, and treated as an“ untouchable.’ He cannot even ba 
sure that the police will always, or ever, be in time, even if they 
are willing, to protect him from assault. What must be the effect 
on his mind of such ceaseless agonies ? 
AM reminded of the story of a foreign-born Jew who came to 
London with his family a generation ago. He took his little song 
to see some open-air public function, and they stood on the outskirtg 
ofthe crowd. Afterwards, one of the little fellows remarked to hig 
father, “Isn't it wonderful? The police and the people didn't jeer 
at us and turn us away, as they used todo at home!” That simple 
tale has a world of significance. tad those boys not been brought 
into a baven of liberty their lot would have remained that of the 
“despised and rejected.” But that is the lot of millions of Jets 
to-day beset with enmity, trepidation, and an artificial intensification 
of their daily struggle for a living. Cou!d it be surprising if their 
nerves. became fretted, if they became excitable, neurotic, or even 
more proue than some other communities to mental disorders? 
Scientists could speak more authoritatively on the point, and 
no doubt have often done s0. But at least a layman like myself 
may be pardoned if he traces the quarrelsomeness which is 
sometimes said to afflict Jews to the perpetually harassed life they 
have lived, and if he detects in the noisiness and ostentation of 
some Jews merely an inferiority complex breaking into revolt. 


M4* it not be the constant dramatisation of lives which in the 
case of other people of the same station are dull and hum. 
drum, that sometimes also blurs the Jew's sense of proportion? 
Finding small things treated by others as great, and the masg 
identified with the individual, may he not, as a consequence, be 
betrayed into equally bad errors of reason? A year ago, 1 quoted in 
these columns an articlein the American magazine FORTUNE, which 
attracted widespread attention across the Atlantic. The writer 
argued that Jews should see things steadily, not lose their sense of 
proportion, and not torture themselves with phantom fears. He said 
that leading members of the Jewish Community in the United States, 
who had previously looked to the future with comp!ete confidence, 
had been “shocked into fear” by current And he 
questioned whether the growing apprehensiveness in America wag 
warranted by the facts, seeing that American 
Semitism ”’ poor thing indeed.”

to Jewish fears. He says that he consulted a number of leading Jews 
in the States on the position of American Jewry and was informed 
that while active anti-Semitism was not very widespread there wag 
nevertheless a good deal of anxiety in the Jewish Community lest if 
should spread. It is possible that the anxieties of our’ American 
coreligionists were not misplaced. But the pointis that a by no means 
unfriendly Gentile believed that they were, and that under the endless 
strain of hostile criticism and boycott the American Jew's sense of 
realities had become debilitated. What,however, can hardly be denied 
is that the harried Jew. is upon occ ision prone to see an enemy 
where none exists. But that tendency, regrettable though it be, is 
sure!y only another reaction to the almost ubiquitous hostility with 
which Jews are met. So constant a factor, indeed, is this embittered 
opposition and so constantly is it expressed and reiterated, that— 
like the character in one of Thackeray's novels, I think, who 
boasted so frequently that he had fought at Waterloo that he came 
to believe the lie himself—some Jews, only afew,Il hope, are doped 
into believing anti-Semitic libels. Hence that worst and ugliest of 
all reactions to the furious Jew-baiting—the emergence of the anti- 
Jewish Jew! 


8 cs gravest feature of the Jewish situation, however, is ita 
persistence. No one can say how long this passive dislike 
or active terrorism will continue. What will yet another genera. 
tion of present conditions produce? Will the splendid fortitude, 
which in past years sustained the race, crack ? Will demoralisation 
set in? God forbid that these things should befall, even though our 
religious loyalty weakens! But these questions demand attention 
on the part of the Gentile as well as of the Jew. The writer in the 
American mugazine from whose article I have quoted argues that a 
fear-stricken American Jewry is bad for the country as a whole. Buf 
a whole people haunted by fear and progressively demoralised 
by oppression would present a serious problem to the entire 
world, not only because of its results to the Jews but because 
of the dire reactions of persecution on the character of the 
persecutors. Yet that is a point which the nations wilfully, or absent: 
mindedly, ignore. The National Home in Palestine was one healthy 
sign of awakening to the truth. Yet as I write it seems all 
but certain that this awakening will prove to have been little more 
than a stirring of the nations in their sleep, and that the one act of 
vision and reparation that was begun will be undone. If that 
should indeed prove so, and the single hope held out to Jews should 
be snat‘hed from them, thousands of our people will suffer in body 
and soul. The rest, history will tell! |

Sunday Trading Order 
Objections Heard at Inquiry 


Following upon the recent decision of the Court of Common Council 
to make an order under Section 8 of the Shops (Sunday Trading 
Restriction) Act, 1936, a public inquiry was held in the New Court 
Room at Guildhall on Wednesday in last week to hear and consider 
objections and representations in connection with the proposed order, 

The order authorises shops (other than hairdressers and barbers) 
situated within that part of the eastern area of the City of London 
between Bishopsgate (excluding the western side) and Aldgate High 
Street from Houndsditch to the north-eastern boundary of the City to 
be open on Sunday until 2 p.m., upon condition that such shops are 
closed for the whole of Saturday. 

Mr. F. H. W. Chureh, Chairman of the County Purposes Committee, 
presided at the inquiry, and he explained the reason'for holding it. 

Mr. Harold Keir, representing the London Grocers’ Association, objected 
to the making of the order under the section in question: He submitted 
that no hardship would be inflicted on any inhabitant of the prescribed 
area by the closing of shops on Sunday. The necessities of the population 
in that area would be entirely met if the order were restricted to one 
street, 1.¢., Middlesex Street, which was a genuine street market where 
shops and stalls had carried on business for many years on that day. 

Mr. Dalton, representing the traders in Aldgate High Street, said that 
it had been the custom there for mmany years to keep open on Saturday 
and Sunday, upon which days the greater part of the trade of the week 
was done. If traders had to choose between shutting on Saturday or 
on Sunday, considerable losses would be inflicted upon the majority of 
them. He asked the Common Council to make an order permitting 
the traders to keep open on Sundays, with the alternative of shutting on 
Monday or some other day. 

Mr. F. C. Pollard, representing the small traders outside the area, 
particularly in West Ham, said that he was holding a watching brief 
in view of the effect it was feared the order might have on districts 
outside the City. Losses were already being infiicted outside the area 
because people came into Middlesex Street and Houndsditch on Sundays, 
and Sunday trade was being lost in West Ham. , In brief, he stood for 
‘‘ open on Sunday, close on Saturday.”’ 

Mr. L. A. Simmons, of Poplar, said that in that Borough it had already 
been found that during the few weeks they had had to close on Sundays 
much trade was.being lost. The Act was becoming the Sunday trading 
monopoly Act, rather than the Sunday trading restriction Act. One shop 
was losing a thousand pounds a year owing to the Act. 

Mr. Coker, representing the Shop Assistants’ Union, said his organisa- 
tion opposed the order, as it would be an added hardship for shop 
assistants to work on Sundays as well as Saturdays, because of the extra 
fares involved. 

Mr. R. T. Codd, General Secretary of the Imperial Alliance for the 
Defence of Sunday, eaid that if the Court of Common Council made a 
stand for the preservation of Sunday it would be doing a great service 
to the community. 

Mr. Walter Rose, Secretary of the Early Closing Association, said that 
the real objection to the order was that certain privileges were being riven 
to some traders in one area but not in another. The Council should do 
its best to uphold Sunday as a day free from commercialisation. 

Mr. Jacques Cohen, on behalf of the Houndsditch Traders’ Association, 
eaid that under the Act Jewish traders could élaim immunity on filin 
a statutory declaration. He asked that Sunday trading should be allowec 
for Jewish and non-Jewish traders alike, and that they should close on 
whichever day they chose. Above all, the traders desired uniformity m 
the district. 

The manager of a men’s outfitters in Aldgate High Street said that 
two-thirds of his trade took place over the week-end. If the shop had 
to close on either of those two days a third of the turnover would be lost. 
A trader from West Ham said that his receipts were down £25 a week 
since he had closed on Sundays. A ladies’ outfitter from Poplar said 
that he was losing £750 to £800 a year owing to Sunday closing. 

Mr. Walter Rose said he represented several organisations, including 
the National Federation of Grocers, the National Chamber of Trade, the 
Drapers’ Chamber of Trade, and the National Association of Outfitters, 
all of whom were acreed in not. wanting Sunday trading at all. 

The Chairman then closed the inquiry.

As this was a day of prize giving when they recognised good 
work, it was the best day on which to recognise the work of Sir Meyer 
Spielman who went through life working for others, strong in his love of 
his fellowmen. Sir Meyer was one of those who had brought about great 
improvements in industrial schools, and during the War he had volun- 
teered as a Junior Inspector and had done invaluable work. He had 
written the only reliable book ever written on the Schools, and he had 
got Parkhouse Senior School started. Dr. Norris said that he had learned 
a great deal from Sir Meyer and that he could speak of many other 
branches of his work and interests. A pavilion, a playing-field, and a 
games-room were permanent memorials to his work in the School. 

Sir Cecil Kisch addressed a word of special thanks to Lady Spielman.

Anglo-Jewish Association 
The Persecutions in Germany 


Jewish Experience a Warning to Others 


Mr. Leonarp G. Monrertore, O.B.E., President of the Anglo-Jewish 


Association, presided on Sunday morning over the annual meeting of 
the Association, which was followed by a meeting of the Council, at 
Woburn House. 


Mr. Montefiore moved the adoption of the annual report and accounts. 

Germany, it was true, he said, was not sending aeroplanes and arms 
to stir up anti-Semitism and hatred in other countries, but she was using 
other methods no less dangerous. She was using the weapons of propa- 
ganda. ‘Those who desired to learn about one of that propaganda’s 
aspects should consult a small book recently published by Mr. A. L. 
Kennedy, called ** Britain Faces Germany." Mr. Kennedy remarked : 
‘* It is indeed one of the main difficulties in dealing with the Germany of 
Hitler that there is this gross contradiction between what is inculcated at 
home and what is professed to foreign countries.”’. Mr. Kennedy was 
not thinking of the treatment of the Jews. Indeed, the subject was 
barely mentioned in his book, but in a pamphlet by Wilhelm Brachmann, 
uddressed to the Oecumenical Conference at Oxford by a Nazi apologist, 
the following sentenced occurred: ‘** The churches have joined 1n_ the 
hue and ery organised by international Jewry against National Soctalist 
Germany. They have joined in the accusation that the Jews and the 
baptised Jews are so badly treated that many of them have preterred to 
emigrate. In reality, all that has happened regarding the Jews and the 
baptised Jews, who naturally remain Jewish in body and spirit, 1s that 
the time has gone by when they could always be playing first fiddle in 
economic and cultural life.”’ That, sani Mr. Montefiore, was a very 
singular description of conditions under which many thousands of Jews 
and those of Jewish descent had been robbed of their livelthood, others 
flung into prison, and all treated as panahs and outcasts. | 

The Jews, who had learned at first hand and from bitter expenence, 
the value that could be placed on Nazi assurances, where such assurances 
conflicted with national policy, did well to give warning to others whose 
eyes had not been opened and who were still inclimed to believe 
in Nazi pledges They knew that the assurances piven to Jewish doctors 
and lawyers who had served in the first-line trenches had proved in almost 
all cases valueless By means of the Party organisation, 1 had been easy 
to take away with one hand what was given with the other. It was the 
settled aim and object of the German Govermment to convert the world 
to the Nazi Weltanschauung, fi Weltansc hauung which mvolved 
siderable modification, 1f not the entire rejection, of what they had up to 
now believed to be Christiamty, and the abandonment of free thought 
and independent judgment. It was not solely as Jews that they regarded 
these last things as worth a struggle, They were part of that English 
heritage which they shared with their fellow-citizens. 

He had no illusions,’ continued Mr. Montefiore, about the coming 
years. The work of the Joint Foreign Committee was conditioned and 
governed by the troubled and uncertain course of general European 
politics. If they had achieved anything during the last three years, it was 
this: they had contnbuted towards the localisation of anti-Semitism 
and towards the prevention of its spread westward; they had contributed 
-to promoting knowledge of the consequences knit up with, and inseparable 
from, the doctrines of racialism. It was m the belef that in so doing 
they served not merely their own Community in this country, but in 


happy conditions that he hoped the Association might pursue its work 
during the next year. 


‘Dangers in Calendar Reform 


The Carer Raper, in seconding the adoption of the annual report and 
accounts, referred to a matter of vital interest to Jews and to Judaism 
throughout the world—the redlacitation of the agitation for the eight- 
day week calendar. The resuscitation came not from the great Univer- 
sities or the learned societies, but through American financial influences. 
Unfortunately the matter had now taken a turn which was distinctly 
dangerous. Chile had been induced to bring the matter up as a member 
of the Council of the League of Nations, and it had actually come up 
at a preliminary meeting last January to be further considered in 
September. Dr. Hertz said the plan, inasmuch as it destroyed the 
continuity of the week, was one that would lead to the oppression of 
religious minorities. 

The report and accounts were adopted and the following seventeen 
members of the Council, retiring by rotation, were re-elected :

Mr. Leonarp Srein, Chairman of the Executive Committee, moved 
a vote of thanks to the President not only, he said, for his address, but 
also for his services ¢n office during the past twelve months. They could 
not be reminded too often of the situation in Germany, which, one had felt 
ever since about 1934, had ceased to be fresh news and which even they, 
and still more their neighbours, might gradually come to take this state 
of affairs existing in Germany for granted. He did not think, said. Mr. 
Stein, that the gang of ruffians who held office in Germany did of 
necessity represent the permanent mind of that country. He did not 
know how many decades might have to elapse before the situation 
changed ; but he, for one, was never going to surrender the hope and the 
belief that eventually it would change. In the meantime, it was abso- 
lutely essential, for the sake of their coreligionists in Germany and their 
own self-respect, that they should keep their protest perpetually alive. 
Mr. Stein concluded with a warm tribute to Mr. Montefiore for his 
assiduous and valuable work for German and other Jewries abroad and for 
the Jewish Community in general. 

Mr. A. G. Brotman moved, and Alderman Harry Kahn seconded, a 
vote of thanks to the Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, Council, and Committee, 
and a vote of thanks to the various branches was moved by Mr. Gerald 
E. Beddington, C.B.E., who announced that the Bombay Branch had 

more than doubled its membership in the last twelve months.

The Adolph Tuck Hall, Upper Woburn Place, W.C . was filled for 
the annual prize distribution of the Jewish Religious Education 
Board on Sunday afternoon, with a larger gathering of pupils aid 
parents than this event has attracted in previous years. 

Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER, who presided, said he was pleased to sce 
among the classes who were to contribute songs and playlets the 
Princess May Road Classes, which had only beew formed during the 
year, and the new Robert Montefiore Morning Classes, the formation of 
which had been made possibie by the new Education’ Act, These 
morning classes were able to take children from the day school 
to the Brady Settlement and a large number of children who would 
otherwise never bave learned the Hebrew language and religion were 
taking advantage of this scheme. Next year, he hoped they would see 
representatives of the Christian Street morping classes new classes that 
were taken to the Commercial Road Talmud Torah three times a week. 

Just as people’s cars, said Mr. Adier, had to be trained to appre ciate 
music and their eyes to appreciate art, «¢ ba tthe minds of Jewish children 
to be trained to appreciate the beautie .eir religion. There was being 
held that afternoon a procession of some misguided malcontents who 
thought that all their troubles could be put down tothe Jews. I'here 
was no finer antidote to agitation of that kind, he said, than a gathefing, 
like theirs, in the cause of Jewish religious education. Their position, 
he thought, could be truly summed up if they slightly altered a couplet 
of Shakespeare ; 

‘*Naught shall make us rue 
If israel to itself do rest but true,” 

Mrs. ADLER having distributed the prizes, Mr. NATHAN MORRIS, 
Education Officer, referred in his report to the discontinuation, after 
nine years of useful work, of the Wenlock Road (Hoxton) Classes, owing 
to the dectine in the Jewish population of the district. He was able, 
he said, for the first time in five years, to report an appreciable increase 
in the numbers of the Board's pupils. This was due partly to the large 
number of girls now attending classes. The Board had during the year 
taken a prominent part in the intensive campaign for girls’ education, 
‘The new Edueation Act, he said, would enable them to reach large 
numbers of children hitherto inaccessible tothem. At the present time, 
the Board was conducting twenty-five centres—the largest number in the 
Board's history. 

New ideas in Jewish education had been incorporated in_ their 
curriculum, and a beginning had been made in rearranging the teaching 
of Jewish history so that children should be better able to understand the 
times in which ‘they lived. Mr. Morris hoped the Community would 
provide the. help which was needed in order that a serious deficit 
should not face them next year. 

During the afternoon, musical items were sung by the Sabbath School 
Choir (Conductor, Mr. L. Shoot); the Princess May Koad Classes presented 
** The Heroes”; the Robert Montefiore Central and Morning Classes gave 
a Hebrew playliet and songs; the Myrdle Street Classes sang; and the 
**Centre Singers’ of the Jewish Higher Education Centre (Conductor, 
Mr. H. 8. Lipshitz) sang Palestinian and other songs,

Sabbath Observance Employment Bureau 
OVER 470 APPLICANTS PLACED 


In the annual report of the Bureau for the year 1936 reference is made 
to the marked increase in the number of employers who seek the aid 
of the Bureau when vacancies occur, thus manifesting their willingness 
to allow their employees to abstain from work on the Sabbath. It also 
shows that there is a genuine desire on the part of boys and girls, who 
form a large proportion of the applicants on the Bureau's register, to 
keep the Sabbath Day holy. During the year under review the Bureau 
has been instrumental in placing in situations over 470 applicants—mostly 
young people—who have thus been helped to embark on their career in 
life as Sabbath-observing Jews and Jewesses. While thanking the 
inembers of the Ladies’ Committee and other workers for their support, 
the Cormmittee of the Bureau deplores the fact that communal organisa- 
tions which should be the first to support its work either do not assist 
at all, or only in a meagre measure. The balance-sheet shows an annual 
deficit. The Bureau’s office is at 9, Mulberry Street, Commercial Road, 
.1, and the principal officers are: Rabbi Harris Cohen, President; Messrs. 
J. Felsenstein, Treasurer; J: Jung, Hon. Secretary; I. V. Cohen, 
Secretary ; and Levy, Hyams, and Co., Hon. Auditors.

Anti-Semitism Caused by Economic Distress 
Call for Unity in the Fight

Should Jews fiorht istin? Wiis the title of an address il livered 
by Professor H. Levy, of London, on Sunday night at the Cheetham 
Town Hall, under the auspices of the North Manchester Co-ordinating 
Committee of the Northern Council Against Fascism. 

Professor Levy said that where a minority lived in a country suffer- 
nig? Irom economic distress, that niuinority was bound to be made it 
scapegoat. Europe was now sinking towards war and economic decuy, 
and consequently the tide of anti-Semitism was rising fast. | 

Those Jews who said: “ Keep quiet —do nothing about Fascism,” 
were trattors to their race and were siding and abetting the destruction 
of the Jewish population in this country. Merely answering anti- 
Semitic charges was not sufficient, and those who said that Fascism 
would not bring anti-Semitism with it were flying in the face of history. 

The only way for Anglo-Jewry was to unite on this issue and to 
aceept the hand of any and every section of the non-Jewish popula- 
tion which was ready to fight against Fascism and anti-Semitism. 
Jewish well-being depended on the general prosperity of the country 
and on exposing to the British public the true nature of anti-Semitism. 


Jews Should Avoid Fascist Meetings” 
Magistrate Binds Over Blackshirt Speaker 


The mivice the Jewish Board Deputies, thiuat Jew should 
away from Fascist meetings. was referred to by Mr. F. O. Langley, the 
Old Street. Police Court magistrate, in a case brought under the Public 
Order Act. 

Owen Holhwell, described as a barman, of Bethnal Green, was bound 
over for twelve months last Friday- on a charge of using abusive o1 
insulting words whereby a breach of the peace night have 
occasioned at a puble meeting at Abbey Street, Bethnal Green. 

Addressing a Jewish youth who was a witness in the ¢ase, the 
magistrate said: “ You must know perfectly well that the Jewish 
Board of Deputies os doing all it ean. You are doing no good by going 
to these meetings—in fact, you are domg more. harm to your own 
people than the Fascists.” 

Openme the case for the prosecution, Mr. B. Knight alleged that 
Holliwell spoke at a meetung of the B.U.F. on June 23rd and made a 
speech of an inflamunatory character concerning the Jews. ‘There was 
one young Jew present who interrupted when he attacked the Jews. 
The crowd .became somewhat threatening towards the Jew. Three - 
men wearing the Faseist badge surrounded him, but he was not 
assaulted. Eventually Holliwell was arrested. 

Lows Babat, a clerk, of Stepney, said he had been unemployed for 
about six weeks. He was present at the meeting. Babat said 
Holliwell pointed hun out as an example of the type that was “ taking 
the bread and butter out of the mouths of the British people.” People 
started threatening him. and a few fellows said: “ Come round the 
corner and have a fight.” 

Cross-examined by Mr. F. H. Lawton (defending) Babat said he did 
not go to Fascist meetings to create disturbances 

In reply to Mr, Koight, Holliwell said he was a voluntary speaker for 
the British Umon of Fascists. 

After other evidence, the mamstrate told Holliwell: “ You ‘were 
not to blame for what took place on this oceasion, or IT would have 
dealt with you in a different way. I have no doubt that, as far as 
this incident is concerned, you used grossly improper language, and I 
shall have to. bind you over not to use such language for the next 
twelve months in your own recogmsances of £5." Ordering Holliwell 
to pay three guineas costs, the magistrate added: “‘ No importance 
attaches to this meident except that the time of the police is 
monstrously diverted to look alter misclief-inakers. I hope that the 
people who have dishonestly put you forward will also consider it their 
duty to pay the costs.” 

The magistrate also bound Babat over for twelve months.

Bomb Thrown at Shop 


Second Attack on Same Premises

On Sunday morning, shortly after midnight, a Mulls bomb was 
thrown at the shop of Mrs. R. Rothstemn, tobacconist and contectioner, 
in Roman Road, Bow. The bomb cracked the glass of the window 
and fell on to the pavement. It is believed that the bomb was a live 
one and did not explode because the pin had not been withdrawn. 

Mr. S. Rothstein, the manager of the shop, told me that he and four 
other members of the family had retired for the night when they 
heard the glass smmash. “We looked out of the window,” he said, 
“and saw the bomb lying on the pavement, We were terniied that 
it might explode, but nothing happened.” A neighbour said he saw 
two men ride away on bicycles immediately after the crash was heard. 

This is the second attack that has been made on the shop. A bottle 
was hurled through the window on October 3rd of last year, the 
day before the Fast End march. Roman Road is a eontinuation of 
Green Street, Bethnal Green, where the windows of many Jewish- 
owned shops have been smashed. None of the members of the house- 
hold belongs to any political organisation-or takes part in any political 
activity.

Rival Fascists in Finsbury Square 
Importei Race Theories

Decidedly unscientific ethnological terms were liberally used by a 
Fascist speaker during a lunch-hour meeting in Finsbury Square last 
Thursday. He stood for the rigid application of the race-principle to 
the problems of modern society, and divided: his audience into 
“ Europeans ” and “Asiatics.” He refused to take any questions from 
Jews, whom he placed in the latter category. ; 

His speech was interrupted from time to time by a near by speaker— 
member of a rival Fascist organisation, who was holding forth on the 
events in Spain, I noticed that many members of the rival organisa- 
tion applauded the sentiments of the first speaker and bought his 
literature. 

The speaker, who described himself as an Englishman, wore a Nazi 
swastika and used arguments obviously based on the German 
model. He condescended to be in favour of a Jewish National 
Home—in Madagascar—and revealed that although this was the fourth 
special meeting held by his body, no new members had been obtained. 
in answer to a question he said he was not an anti-Semite but an 
anti-Jew; he liked the Arabs and wished that the British Government 
would allow them to control their own affairs.

GOVERNMENT'S MEANEST ACTION 
Jewish Charities Now to be Taxed 


Breslau Estabishes a Beth Vin 


Donations to charity are free of tax in Germany. A new decree, issued 
jointly by the Reichs Mimster of Justice and the Prussian Minister 
of Finance, states that these payments can be free of tax only if the 
charity so endowed supports the German needy. It adds that © Jewish 
‘netitutions can no longer be considered charitable in the legal sense. 
This is surely the meanest Nazi action that the Jewish Communities 
have had to face. : 

In Breslau, the Communal Board has taken a sensible step to savo 
itself from abuse in the public courts and the Nazi Press. It has 
established a Beth Din, to which Jews can bring their internal disputes 
for settlement. This is the first Beth Din in Germany and, should it 
work satisfactorily, the experiment will no doubt be followed in other 
districts.

This orders the dismissal from thet posts, ffom specified dates, 
of Jews or half-Jews employed as Government officials in Upper Silesia. 
Teachers are to be regarded as public officials unless they are employed 
in Jewish schools, arid Jews who hold public offices without bemg 
classified as officials are also to be dismissed. The Reichsbank is 
empowered to make appropriate regulations covering its officers and 
employees. 

The law applies to all: persons employed by pubhe departments. 
Special provisions envisage financial assistance where the loss of 
employment involves hardship. Jews of “mixed” origin who = held 
their offices before August Ist, 1914, who were front fighters 1n the 
Great War, or who lost father, son, or husband in the War are not 
affected by the law, and further exceptions may be made. 

Jewish and half-Jewish lawyers and doctors may have their permits 
to practise revoked. “Non-Aryan” employed in public 
hospitals are to be dismissed, and Jewish and half-Jewish doctors and 
dentists will no longer be permitted to have imsurance practices. 
Doctors or dentists who are not themselves Jewish, but have marned 
since July, 1933. a Jewish or half-Jewish wife, are also disqualified from 
insurance practice. As in the case of officials, exceptions are made for 
War service.

The attempts to solve the crisis in the German Community, or at 
least to stave off an open split, have failed. Georg Kareski and 
the Berlin Gemeinde have decided to leave the Reichsvertretung and 
sever all connections with the body which was designed to bo 
representative of the whole of German Jew ry. 


JEWS IN THE COURTS 


Harsh Sentences 
A FEW FAVOURABLE DECISIONS 


A local court in Cologne has decided that a commercial contract 
does not lose its validity if it has been entered into between an 
“Aryan” and a “non-Aryan” firm. The action was brought by a 
Jewish firm against an “Aryan” firm which refused to accept the 
goods ordered from the Jewish firm on the ground that when the 
order was placed it did not know that the owner of the other firm 
was a Jew. 

The Supreme Administrative Court in Thuringia has ruled that 
Synagogues are still entitled to exemption from taxation on their 
income, on the ground that their expenditure is entirely on religious 
requirements, 

The court in Konigsberg has sentenced an “Aryan” cattle merchant 
of Allenburg to imprisonment for two months and two weeks for 
referring to his competitor, another “Aryan” merchant, as a person 
of Jewish origin. The latter produced thirty-six documents to prove 
that he was a pure “Aryan,” and the court ruled that it was an insult 
to “call him Levy,” as Sinclair Lewis might put it. 

Ten Polish Jews from Lodz, who tried to cross the German frontier 
to reach Belgium or France, have been arrested and tried by a German 
Summary Court. They were all fined from 60 to 100 marks and sent 
to prison for terms ranging from a month to six weeks. They pleaded 
that they should at least be allowed to proceed to Belgium or France 
after serving their terms of imprisonment, but the Court ordered 
their deportation to Poland. | 

The court at Verden has imposed a fine amounting to about £800 
on a Jew, Ernst Sekel, of Charlottenthal, because he employed an 
“Aryan” girl servant aged seventeen. According to the Nuremberg 


laws, Jews must not employ “Aryan” girl servants between the ages , 
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of seventeen and forty-five. The accused pleaded that he believed 
that his servant was only sixteen years old. 


In Cologne, an “Aryan” has been sentenced to imprisonment for 


two years for posing as an agent of the Gestapo and extorting money 
from Jews. 

A Jewish lawyer, Josef Kuttner, has been sentenced in Beuthen, 
Upper Silesia, to noprisonment for twenty days. His offence was that, 
in an arbitration case in which he acted on behalf of a wounded Jewish 
ex-soldier against a State institution, he wentured to criticise the Nazi 
treatment of the Jews. 

A Jew found who retains his sense of humour. 
Unfortunately he did not keep the priceless treasure to himself. He 
was overheard telling a joke; and it was considered “ grossly insulting 
to the new Germany.” Therefore a special court, sitting at Bielefeld, 
in Westphalia, sentenced him to imprisonment for one year and nine 
months. An “Aryan” was overheard passing the story on, and he 
is Now in prison for eight months. The discrepancy in the sentences 
is due to the familiar theory that Jews are guests in Germany and 
must be more careful not to give offence.

“Forbidden Melody” 
Cyclists’ Reactions to Ban on “ Lorelei”

as we passed Jack glanced towards it. Something took his eve, and 
he stopped. ‘*‘ What’s this say?’’ he called. I returned to where he 
was standing, looking ata showcase in the school playground. Paves of 
a newspaper were displayed in it, and over the top was the inscription 
that Jack wanted me to translate: ‘‘ The Jew succeeds by lying, and 
is killed by truth; Germany will live so long as she recognises in the 
Jew the mortal enemy of humanity.’’

Jewish “ Untouchables” 


The Devurscne POLIZEIBEAMTE, the organ of the German pohee force, 
has published an article instructing all State officials to avoid com- 
pletely all personal contact with full-blooded Jews. 

“The German civil servant,” the articles states, “must, in his 
relations with full-blooded Jews, be careful not to offend against the 
National Socialist conception of life and against the fundamental 
principles of the National Socialist. State. The civil servant is forbidden 
to have any personal contact with a full-blooded Jew, and he must 
confine his relations with his Jewish landlord to mere business trans- 
actions. Any friendship between a civil servant and a full-blooded 
Jew means a serious breach of duty and may be followed by criminal 
prosecution. This applies to visits, mutual invitations, the letting of 
flats or rooms, especially in holiday resorts and spas, to Jews, or the 
renting of rooms in Jewish boarding-houses and from Jewish families. 
This also applies to buying from Jewish shops or employing Jewish 
lawyers and doctors (an exception is made in cases of emergency).” 

Every civil servant, the article concludes, must urge his wife and 
children not to break these rules. In dealing with Jewish Mischlinge, 
the official must be guided by his personal feelings of tact. 

DeutscHe Justiz, the official Nazi legal periodical, reports that a 
German court has recently ruled that an “Aryan” had the nght to 
divorce his “non-Aryan” wife if at the time of their marriage he 
mistakenly thought that she was of mixed origin and not a full-blooded 
Jewess. “If the petitioner had known the true state of affairs, he 
would never have contracted the marriage,” the court declared. 


S.S. to be “‘ Super-Aryan”™ 


Strict orders have been issued to scrutinise the “Aryan” origin of 
the members of the 8.8. Formations, who form Hitler’s own bodyguard. 
Whereas for ordinary members of the Nazi Party it is sufficient to 
prove their “Aryan” origin from the year 1800 (approximately when 
mixed marriages of Jews and Christians began in Germany), the 
members of the S.S. Formations must, in doubtful cases, even go

A SPECTAL court at Karlsruhe has decided that the Mayor of a certain 
small town should be dismissed fromm his post for having business 
dealings with a Jew. This is the first tune that a German court has 
sanctioned the dismissal of a public functionary on these grounds. 


HERINGSDORF, with its beech woods, was one of the most fashionable 
of Baltic seaside resorts. But Julius Streicher discovered that it was 
* run and overrun by Jews.” Not only Is 1t now Jude mrein, but 
the municipality has just given the freedom of the city to Streicher. 


Tue population of Attendorn, in Bavaria, woke up the other morning 
to find that all the notices proclaiming that Jews were not wanted tn 
the town had been removed. It appears that the mumecipality wanted 
them removed but dare not order it openly. They thought that if 
the placards were taken down quietly in the night, the matter would 
be allowed to rest there. But the local Nazis complained to head- 
quarters, and new notices were promptly sent and hoisted. It ts 
unlikely, however, that this is the end of the episode, for the Nazis 
are demanding the resignation of the Council. 


A DECREE issued on Monday by the Minister of Education, Dr. Rust, 
bars Jews from examination for doctors’ degrees, They will, therefore, 
be unable to qualify as medical practitioners.

WELCOMED IN SCOTLAND 


The Grascow Weekty Herarp of last Saturday reports that 
Edinburgh poli e¢ had a case this week which challenges the most 
thrilling story it its sheer human interest One, Sunmon Levi by name, 
appeared for a second time before Edinburgh Shenff Court. His offence 
stated simply that he had no country to call his own and therefore none 
to which they could deport him. Levi, on the other hand, having had 
to flee from Russia at the Revolution, and having been expelled trom 
Germany during the Nazi persecution of the Jews in 1933, could only 
desenbe humnself as a citizen of the world. 

‘\ Levi probably, therefore, beheved himself alien nowhere, for the 
essence of being an alien is that you have your country tn a land other 
than that in which you reside. This opimon coincided with the view 
taken by the Home Office,. who wrote to the Depute Fiscal that, as Levi 
was a man without a state, they were unable to make a deportation 
order.

North African 
GIVING THE LIE TO HATRED 


By Bernard Lecache 


‘ J cannot forbear from recalling some curious events which happened 
to us in Constantine. 

I must first ask your indulgence for a ‘few words of explanation as 
regards the situation in that town. On August 5th, 1934, a crowd ot 
natives stormed the Jewish quarter, set fire to the houses, and 
slaughtered twenty-seven Jews. That pogrom was deliberately meited 
by anti-Semitic organisations, but, as usual, it was the poor, ignorant, 
and illiterate masses who pulled the chestnuts out of the fire and did 
the actual killing. You can well imagine the kind of feelings the 
Jews in that plase entertained towards the Moslems. For many months 
afterwards there was bitter hatred between the two groups, 
systematically encouraged by the anti-Semites. But the League 
Against Racialism and Anti-Semitism took the matter in hand. They 
tackled the problem with courage, starting off by getting in touch with 
the Arabs and studying with them the points in the official report 
of the riot. And so suecessful were our efforts that already last year 
I was able to go to Constantine and to make an offer to the Moslems 
of forgiveness and friendship on behalf of the Jews. This act bore 
such good fruit that, when I returned this year to the very place where 
three years earlicr twenty-seven Jews had been massacred, I found a 
united Moslem population ready to support me with enthusiasm. 

Mention of this brings me back to the thread of my story and to 
the happy hours I passed in Constantine. The notices and handbills 
calling for my murder increased. The newspapers joined in this display 
of hate. We discovered that the Fascists had decided upon a full- 
dress mobilisation of their forces. Two or three dozen of these worthies 
+-known locally as “ handmen”—were instructed to he in wait for 
me and to assist me gently out of this world and into the next. This 
will give you some idea of the state of affairs there. 

Disregarding the precautions which the authorities considered neces- 
sary, we went into every detail of information available, and decided 
that we must carry out our plans whatever the cost. Our arrival in 
Constantine had been timed for a Sunday morning at ten o'clock. 
I spoke the day before at Tebessa, three hundred kilometres away, 
and, during a fraternal banquet, our friends in that town had offered 
to protect us with their own bodies if necessary. “It is very kind 
of you,” I rephed, “ but 1t will do more good if you stay in your beds.” 

We ourselves could not afford much time for sleep. It was a moon- 
less night when we set out from our hotel at Tebessa. We started on 
our journey from the square. \We were, it is true, a bit sleepy, but 
still filled with determination. 

Powerful ears were ready to transport us, their petrol tanks filled 
for the journey, tyres examined and passed O.K. Two of our company 
had remained continually with these cars, as we had reason to fear an 
attempt to tamper with them on the part of our enemies, the Fascists. 
But everything was now ready and, with a roar from the engines, we 
were off. It was bitterly cold and as we drove along we could see 
eceasionally funny httle lights which showed the presence of villages, 
Suddenly in our rear we heard the deep rumbling of heavy lorries. 
It was the transport of the Garde Mobile carrying men towards 
Constantine to reinforce the police. 

At last dawn came, beautiful as an Algerian dawn can be. Through 
2 cloudless sky the early sunlight threw golden beams across the 
plains and on to the hills. Sun-

as we went all out—crash; and the car had smashed through the 
obstructions. 

Our enemies near the barricade just had time to leap to one side, 
our car actually grazing some of them. I saw them, stupefied with 
amazement, standing with their revolvers in their hands, unable to 
grasp what had happened. The rush of wind as our car dashed past 
seemed to have struck these precious anti-Semites in the face and 
knocked them silly! They stood there as though they didn’t know 
what to do. They didn’t even attempt to fire at our tyres. 

We were through. 

For some time none of us spoke. My wife was crying, a natural 
reaction to the tremendous strain through which she had passed. 

We were now practically in Constantine. Eliahu, our chauffeur, 
was dancing up and down in his seat with joy. Luckily it did not 
oceur to him to let go of the wheel. One of our company, the gallant 
Aissaoui, a Moslem and a railway worker, murmured under his breath 
all the stock curses known to the Arab tongue. 

_ When at last we pulled up before the Hotel Cirta and our Constan- 
tine friends, who had been terribly anxious on our account, beheld 
us safe and sound, we were to witness a somewhat astonishing 


spectacle. The traffic was stopped from coming along that road and - 


there were bodies of troops stationed here and there. What was it 
all about? 


shine and quiet seemed every- 
where, symbolising the spirit of 
peace and happiness which our 
mission was to bring to the people 
of this land. 

The chauffeur who led the con- 
voy decided, in case of an ambush, 
to charge straight through. 

“And if,” someone ventured, “‘ we 
are all killed....?” 

“They'll never get us,” was the 
confident reply from that undaunt- 
able stalwart. Brave Eliahu! You 
saw us safely through. Never 
shall I be able to thank you 
sulficiently for your devotion and 
your pluck! 

Mysterious other cars cut in in 
front of us, tried to force us off the 
roadway, made frantic signs to us 
to stop, tried pulling up suddenly 
in front of us, to the great damage of their tyres, and eventually 


gave us open chase. We kept up an average of 100 kilometres per - 


hour. Nothing could stop us; and at times we were within a hair’s- 
breadth of hitting a tree or running into the ditch. However, after 
having survived the various traps and ambushes that had been pre- 
for us, we arrived at the immediate outskirts of Constantine.

“ That’s in honour of you,” one 
of our friends explained, “It is 
all for your benefit.” 

We went to our rooms, had a 
bath, and an hour later were off 
again, making our way to the 
famous gathering to which the 
Fascists had announced that “ we 
should not pass.” 

They had neither killed me nor 
kidnapped me. There I was, in 
the flesh and in the spirit. But 
the town had the appearance of 
being in a state of siege. Four 
companies of Zouaves and Riflemen 
were stationed in readiness, as well 
as all the Garde Mobile and police 
of the district. The Prefect, Chiefs 
of Police, the District Commanding 
Officer—in fact, the whole para- 
phernalia of government were out 
“in my honour,” as my friend said. To reach the hall of the technical 
institute where I was to speak, I had to pass through four barriers 
of mounted and foot soldiers. And what an audience it was! Five 
thousand men of all races, mad with delight to see their fellow-thinkers 
so numerous, acclaiming me like some prophet who had just miracu- 
lously escaped his enemies, and stamping deliriously when they saw 
by my side the Sheikh Ben Badis and all the Moslem leaders uniting 
to welcome me. It was quite unforgettable, 
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On leaving the hall, I met the Chief of Police, a fellow called Miquel 
who advised me to return straightway to my hotel if I did not want 
to get myself into trouble, I asked him if he was joking and promptly 
set off towards where the crowds were gathered. escorted by Jews 
and Moslems, the latter, by the way, forming by far the majority of 
the party. 

We walked to the famous Place de la Bréche; it was filled with a 
hostile crowd, Our enemies were gathered in front of the cafés and 
in the streets neary by. They were shouting the vilest abuse and the 
most murderous threats at my humble self: “ Death to Lecache!” 
“ Death to the Jews!” “ Send him to the gallows!” and other charming 
slogans of this kind. Needless to say, these cries were well and truly 
answered by those opposed to the Fascists, and there can be no doubt

that, but for the presence of troops, there would have been what is 
known in literature as a bloody affray. As it was, nothing of the 
kind occurred, but we stayed in the squaré until our enemies departed. 
While in the cafés people were quarrelling and coming to blows for 
and against me, we sat quietly and partook unobserved of aperitifs, 
prior to setting off to the banquet for three hundred guests which 
awaited us. 

I ought to mention, by the way, that during the afternoon, despite 


the threats to which I was: subjected, I went down to visit the ghetto, 


where I found the inhabitants on the best of terms with the neigh- 
bouring Moslem quarter, with those very people who three years 
previously had murderously fallen upon the Jews. They were tireless 
im expressing their thanks that we had brought them together as 
friends once more. Our balance-sheet for the day showed a few isolated 
cases of men being beaten and wounded in the parts of the town 
which were for the: time being deserted; a few resounding smacks in 
the face presented to the brave Nazi-Fascists; while the cries of the 
anti-Semites, “La Frannche aur Frannchais,” revealed clearly that 
these persons who are so anxious to drive the Jews out of French 
territory themselves are not very much at home in the French language. 

Let me tell you about Biskra, “* Queen of the Zibans,” as the guides 
tell tourists. It les to the south, among the sand dunes of the Sahara, 
and is very popular with English tourists. There one can find the 
Quled-Nails displaying their supple bellies in their famous dances; 
one can find, in fact, everything that the romantic spirit could wish 
for when in search of the Orient. 

The only hall in Biskra is that belonging to the Casino. But baccarat 
and petits chevaur do not exactly go well with serious meetings, and 
we had to find somewhere else. We chose the courtyard of the mairie. 
When I got there L was warned I should have to speak in the open 
air. The sirocco was blowing upon us with its hot breath, and my 
throat was nearly giving out. But the stars and the velvet blue of 
the sky, the crowds in their red and white clothes, packed tightly 
shoulder to shoulder, beneath the moonlight—what a memory! No 
wonder my voice regained its normal strength beneath such inspiration 
and the vision of the vaulted heavens led me to speak lke a minor 
poet. 

Abbé. Lambert's Hostility 


Still farther south, in Bou-Saada, things were betier and yet worse. 
This time the sirocco was howling in full blast. Into the cinema where 
I held my meeting the sand was blowing as though it were open desert. 
In order to come and hear me, my unfortunate audience had to risk 
being swept away in the storm. All the time I was speaking I kept 
my eye on the roof, certain that sooner or later it must be blown 
off by that terrific storm. 

I was in a hurry to get to Orania, a district in which the Hitlerists 
had so far gone unchallenged. After a few weeks spent in the district 
of Algiers, uneventful weeks, for I was becoming blasé as regards the 
minor dangers involved in my work, I reached Oran. The Abbé 
Lambert was still acting as Mayor. But with this difference: elected 
by the Jews against an anti-Semitic municipality, he had become, since 


the elections to the legislature in 1936 when he was defeated, a ferocious 


anti-Semite and leader of the insurrectionist movement. 

Abbé Lambert had been my friend. We had hob-nobbed together 
and he was considerebly in my debt, while I owed him nothing. No 
doubt that was why he stigmatised me Public Enemy No. I. 

Abbé Lambert decided that I was not to speak. Furthermore that 
I should have no more opportunity to speak elsewhere in the depart- 
ment than I was to have in Oran. The more I obstinately insisted on 
speaking, he declared, the more obstacles I should encounter and the 
more dangers. 

I am afraid by then I was becoming hardened to such warnings. I 
promptly announced that I intended to speak five times in the town of 
Oran itself, and at least once in each of the smaller towns which | 
intended to visit. At Sidi-Bel-Abbes, which is called the Berlin of 
Orania, where the swastika is painted on the pavements, where inscrip- 
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tions calling for “ Death to the Jews ” are painted in letters two metres 
high on the walls; where cafés have notices outside: “Jews not 
admitted ”; well, perhaps I had no nmght to visit Sidi-Bel-Abbes. But I 
went there all the same. And I was expressly invited by the Moslem 
Congress and by our frends of the L.1.C.A., led by Muncipal Councilor 
M’hammed Lalout, an exceptionally brave and determined gentleman, 

Twenty kilometres from our destination we found some of our 
friends in motor-cars waiting to escort us. Thus we arrived without 
dithculty in the heart of the town and, to the surprise of our enemies, 
we made our entrance 1n broad daylight. 

The Naa-Fascists, as soon as they discovered that we had got into 
the town, decided to bomb the hall in which we were going to hold 
our meeting and where I was going to speak. As for the leader of the 
anti-Semites, when he saw my wife driving with a lady friend through 
the town, he shouted at the top of his voice that he was sorry he hadn't 
got a revolver on him to fire at “such vermin.” 

Unfortunately for our charming enemies, the meeting hall was situ- 
ated in the native quarter known as the vdlage négre. And thus there 
were fifteen thousand Moslems ready at a sign to descend on those 


_quarters inhabited by our enemies and smash them up. Once again 


] earried out ny task and once avaIn the Jewish-Moslermn Alliance was 
proclaimed, this time in “ Berlin.” 


‘* The Enthusiasm of Our Mosiem Friends "’ 


I could go on for ever recounting my adventures, but it would need 
many more pages than I have at my disposal. “An important point 
which I must, however, mention 1s that the enthusiasm of our Moslem 
fnends has never once been withdrawn or denied. On the other hand, 
now and then, the support I received from my fellow-Jews—this applies 
only, ot course, to certain Jew Wis more hesitant. | relerring te 
those Jews who, alas, have acquired slave habits of bending their backs 
to the enemy and retusing to react to insults. 

What a contrast to these was supphed by the Jewish youths whom 
I met during my tour. I hail them, splendid and resolute, as a truly 
hopeful element on our troubled horizon. It was they who helped us 
to overcome the most diflicult obstael that our enenues set in our 
path. 

The Jewish youths uy North Africa are very different from the older 
generation, especially in therr fortitude and in their willingness to tak: 
practical action l have seen them come out of the old Moroccan 
mellahs in response to my call, willing to rally to our support-despite 
the years of oppression, which still weigh heavily on the families and 
eommunities ot Israel. They still wear the black caftan and the little 
hlack cap ol their ancestors, thes still bear the peycss ol their faith. 
But thew hearts are new and their spirit 1s vital. 

In Morocco,.a country at ence splendid and sad, with its procession 
of dire nusery and exquisite gentleness, I discovered in the eyes of these 
young men abundant justification tor continuing a struggle which 
sometimes brings a feeling of bitterness to an old fighter hke myself. 

If I have been fortunate enough to bring together these young Jews 
and the youth of ther sister-race, the Arabs, if I have been able to 
prevent the periodical recurrence of pogroms and bloodshed in the 
chettoes of North Africa, I owe not a lttle of what I have achieved to 
these young men who are of my own flesh and blood. 

I should, however, be grossly lacking in gratitude if I was not loud 
in my appreciation of the Moslems whom I met during my Journey and 
who, regardless of danger, ranged themselves on my side and rendered 
me magnificent help. Together we lit a beacon of peace and friendship 
between man and man, and our work, I feel sure, will shed benefit on 
all people of goodwill. __ 

In the name of their Koran, in the name of our Bible, in the name 
of every great principle of civilisation present or past, in the name of 
our faith in man and in free peoples, we have built a mansion to 
welcome the disinherited and have pledged ourselves never to forget

that all men are brothers, rooted in-the same soil, flesh and blood 
one like unto the other, sharing each other’s sufferings, sharing each 
other’s hopes. 

Our mission was too fine a one to permit us to fear the enemy—the 
enemy whom we found sowing his tares in every district. Sometimes 
he was a Frenchman, sometimes a German or a Spaniard, and some- 
times an Italian. They hid behind every imaginable mask, seeking to 
corrupt the weak, to seduce the innocent, to terrorise the timid. Often 
we were able to compel them to call for mercy. Often we tore aside 
the mask behind which they were hiding. 

When I look back on those four months of continuous activity and 
of ceaseless journeys, on those sixteen thousand kilometres over which 
we passed amidst repeated dangers, over the touching friendship which 
came to us from so many quarters; I am forced to the conclusion that 
optimism is a capital virtue for the Jew who dares to declare his 
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Jewishness, who dares openly to defend himself, who dares to show 
himself worthy of his origin. 
Yes, indeed, let us be optimists despite the mad racialism and anti- 
Semitism which is shaking the world to-day, in spite of the ruthless 
campaigns which are being fought against us, in spite of the ceaseless 
threats of our enemies. We can surely afford a little optumism when 
we discover non-Jewish friends, innumerable as the stars, ready to 
help us, ready to offer us their affection—real brothers in hberty, both 
i Christian und Moslem. 
ee There are already millions of them. They will soon be dozens of

Anti-Jewish Riots Spread 
Family of Six Murdered 
Child Trampled to Death 


[From our Correspondent—WaArsaw ] 


Anti-Jewish riots continue to occur in various parts of the 
country. In a village near Kobryn, Eastern Poland, a particularly 
revolting outrage has occurred. A Jewish family of six was 
murdered by bandits, believed to be Endeks, who broke into the 
hou-e at night, and with an axe decapitated and mutilated the 
bodies of the whole family. A small child was trodden to death, 
The murderers bave not yet been found, and many of the Jews are 
fleeing to the larger towns. 

Iu Wolomin, near Warsaw, Jews have been attacked and wounded 
and much damage was done to Jewish property. During a market 
day in Radomsko, peasants attacked Jewish traders, looting and 
destroying their stalls. In Przedborz and a number of other small 
towns in Central Poland, Jews have been attacked and beaten and a 
feeling of panic prevails. In Gilda, near Czenstochowa, where the 
three-day pogrom took place recently, about a dozen Jews were 
wounded, Jewish houses bave again been attacked, windows 
smashed, and much damage done. Anti-Jewish riots have also 
occurred in Plawno. 

In the Vilna district, the anti-Jewish boycott has been intensified, 
and pickets were placed outside almost every Jewish sbop in 
Smorgon, Osmiany, and other smalltowns. Jews were attacked in 
the streets, and Dr. Wygodski has intervened on their behalf with 
the local Starosta. In Radom, employing a familiar Nazi tactic, 
Endeks took photographs of non-Jews who purchased goods in 
Jewish shops. 


Joseph Pendrak Sentenced 


Joseph Pendrak, the Jew, whose shooting of. the non-Jewish 
railway porter. Baran occasioned the recent hideous pogroms in 
Czenstochowa, was sentencec to imprisonment for life by the 
District Court, after a trial lastiug on!y about six hours, No incidents 
occurred in the city during the trial, and neither the State Prosecutor 
nor the anti-Semitic lawyers indulged in any anti-Jewish propa- 
ganda, as was the case during the recent trials in Warsaw and Brest. 
The trial was held less than a fortnight after the tragedy, because 
it is now the policy of the Ministry of Justice to have such affairs 
cleared up as quickly as possible and thus ease the tension. 


Ukrainians Urge Friendship with Jews 
“Enlightened Self-Interest | 


A recent article in the leading Ukrainian daily, DILO, appealing for 
closer and better understanding with the Jews, bas created a great 
impression in Lemberg. “At the present moment,” writes the 
paper, * we Ukrainians in Poland are better off than the Jews. But 
we know that once the Jews are destroyed our turn «Il come. 
Hence we urge the necessity for a closer understanding with the 
Jews on grounds both of humanitarianism and sell-interest.””. What 
this understanding is to be is not stated clearly; but the mere fact 
that the Ukrainians, who, as they themselves admit, also carry on 
an anti-Jewish policy, have discovered the harm of it and would 
abandon it for an “ understandiag” with the Jews is very welcome. 

In the opinion of some leading Ukrainians the understanding 
should be political, but it should pot involve abandoning the boy- 
cott of Jews and the creation of co-operatives eliminating them from 
trade. Violent anti-S«mitism, however, they regard as dangerous. 
Writing in the Jewish Moment, Dr. Rosmarin, the former Zionist 
M.P., says that this article must find an “ eager response among the 
Jews and be greeted with satisfaction.” It is clear that among the 
Ukrainians the idea of creating some sort of closer co-operation with 
the Jewish minority is ripe and that the Jews must make good use 
of the occasion offered. 


No Jew, not even the Jewish members of Parliament or Professor 
Schorr, who was on the Reception Committee, was invited to any of the 
State receptions held in honour of King Carol of Rumania, during his six- 
day visit to Poland. It is recalled that many Jews attended the receptions 
given to King Ferdinand, father of King Carol, when he visited the 
country fourteen years ago. 

The Medical Association of the Warsaw district has rejected the 
proposal to introduce the *‘ Aryan Paragraph.”

More Plans for Jewish Settlement 


The Council of People’s Commissars has ratified the 1937 plan for 
the settling of 500 Jewish families in the Crimean Republic, 1,044 
families in the Azerbaidjan, and 700 in the Georgian Republic. 
The Crimean Republic is to receive half a million roubles towards 
this settlement plan, and the Georgian and Azerbaidjan Republics 


one million roubles each. The Jewish settlers are to receive long: 
term loans from the agricultural banks.

Industrial Numerus Clausus Shelved 


An Electoral Tactic 


The Jewish Te leqraphic Age ncy understands that the much ciiscussed 
Bull for the Protection of National Labour, the purpose of which was to 
introduce the nmamerius clausus principle into Rumanian trade and 
industry, has apparently been dropped by the Tatarescu Government. 

It 1s beheved that as new elections will be held next autumn. prob- 
ably in September, it has been found advisable not to introduce a 
measure which might cost the Liberal Party, which is now in power, 
the votes of the National Minorities, who form more than one-fourth of 
the population of the country. 

Apart from electoral considerations, M. Constantin Bratianu, Chair- 
man of the Liberal Party, who must not be confused with the above- 
mentioned Professor Gh. Bratianu, leader of the National Liberal 
Party, is opposed to the Bill for the Protection of National 
Labour not because he ts a frend of the Jews, but because he represents 
the point of view of the large industrial and financial enterprises which 
realise the economic importance of the minorities. 


Jobs For All—Including Jews 


Dr. Nicolae Lupu, the Vice-President of the National Peasants’ 
Party, discussing the Jewish question ina public speech in Kishiney, 
said that Cuzist anti-Jewish propaganda was a great danger to the 
State. ‘“ We understand the national problem,” he went on, “and we 
want to make clear that In this country there sare plenty of jobs for 
all «ducated people without distinction of race or creed... We have 
10,000 villages without doctors; we have districts where there are 
no roids. We have work for all and we need not be chauvinists in 
regard to the Jews, who are the friendliest minority in Rumaniaand 
represent no danger at all to the Rumanian State.” 


All Cuzist candidates have been defeated in the Municipal elections 
in Beltz, Bessarabia. Acting on the advice of Chief Rabbi Zirelson, the 
Jews voted for the Liberal and Democratic Parties, which secured all 
seats on -the Municipal Council. 


The posts of Mayor and Vice-Mayor in the new Municipality of 
Kishiney have been filled by non-Jews, This was done atthe instigation 
of the anti-Semites, who objccted to the action of the last Municipality in 
electing a Jewish Vice-Mayor. (Lhe Jews form a majority in the city.) 
The Jewish members of the Municipality are contemplating resignation 
as a protest, 


YUGOSLAVIA 


Aryan Paragraph Rejected 
Illegality of Racial Discrimination 


The election of the Jewish lawyer, Advocate Polak, of Zagreb, as 
Treasurer of the Chamber of Advocates has served as an excuse for 
an anti-Semitic agitation led by the Crost organ, the CHORWATSKI 
GLAS, in favour of the introduction of the “ Aryan Paravraph.” The 
Chamber of Advocates has, however, issued a reply, rejecting the 
anti-Jewish proposal on the ground that racial discriminations 
were illegal and anti-constitutional. Advocates, who are tha 
guardians of legality, stated the Chamber, must be the first to 
protest against any suggestions to enact racial discriminations. 


BULGARIA 
Bombs Thrown at Synagogue 


Four anti-Jewish bomb outrages which occurred in Varna, 
including one at the Synagogue, which caused considerabl damage 
to the building, have created a panic among the 3 000 Jews residing 
in the city. One hundred and forty known Fascists bave already 
been arrested and many Jews have left Varna for Sofia. In Sofia, too, 
anti-Semitic hooligans have attacked Jewish pedestrians at night 
and four Jews were injured. In other towns, anti-Semitic leaflets 
have appeared threatening the Jews with revenge for influencing 
the Government to prohibit the activities of the pro-Nazi organ'sa- 
tions. The Jews are anxiously awaiting the effect of the new

“We Like the Turkish Jews” 


Premier's Statement 


The Poz p'OrIENTR, the only Jewish newspaper in Turkey, has 
published an interview granted by the Premier, General Ismet 
to a ltocal Jewish communal worker, M. Elishu Ashkenszi, 
Informing bim that bis Government was bigtly sympathetic to the 
Jews, “ We like the Turkish Jews and we want them to remain in 
Turkey,” stated the Premier. In dealing, however, with the plight 
of those ‘Turkish Jews in Bulgaria, Germany, and France who were 
recently deprived of their Turkish cit:zenship, the Premier expressed 
his grief at their sufferings, but could bold out no hope that their 
citizenship would be restord to them. He added that Turkish 
non-Jews permanently residing abroad were also deprived of their 
citizenship. 

An order by the Municipality of Lule Burgas that all residents in the 
towb must use the ‘Turkish language in public, on pain of a fine of £4, has 
created great uneasiness among the 4,000 Jews in the city, who do not 
know ‘lurkish and whose mother-tongue is Ladino, 


ITALY | 
Jewish Hero to be Honoured 


The MerssAGero has published a message from Abyssinia 
announcing that the Italian pupils and admirers of the late Italian 
Jewish hero, Baron Raymond Frinketti, have decided to erect 
monuments to bis memory in the Abyssinian province of Dankola, 
in recognition of his great services in the conquest of Abyssinia. 
Baron Rivmond Franketti of Florence, who was mai ried to Baroness 
Adelaice de Rothschild, of Vienna, +pent twenty years in Abyssinia 
paving the way there to the Italian conquest of the country. During 
tiie early period of the Italian-Abyssiuiau War he was killed in an 
fneroplane accident in Egypt. 


Communal Crisis Settled 


The crisis in the Federation. of the Italian Jewish Communities, 
which followed the death of its popular President, Dr. 
Ravenna, has been settled, 
resigned owing to a quarrel between the Zionists ard the anti. 
Zionists in connection with the anti Zionist campaign in the Fascist 
Press. The Minister of the Iuterior, however, bas now expressed 
the full confidence of the Government in the old Board and 
requested it to remain in power. The Board agreed to this request 
and elected as its President Signor Frederico Jarasch, the well- 
known Jewish Fascist leader of Milan. The new Vice-President of 
the Board, however, is a well-known Zionist, Engineer,Guido Zevi, 
and all other important posts remain in the hands of the Zionists, 


Felis 


The Italian Zionist organ in Milan, ISRAEL, bas published a strong 
reply to the attacks on Zicnism in Fascist newspapers. It reminds them 
that the Zionist (rganisation was established forty years ago when 
Turkey ruled Palestine, and it is therefore erroneous to state that Zionism 
was created by the Jews to help British Imperialism establish itself there.

Preaching Mission for Reform Congregations 


“A preaching mission of laymen and rabbis, which will visit more 
than 300 Reform Congregations in the country “to strengthen the 
cause of Liberal Judaism,” was authorised by the Executive Board 
of the Union of American Hebrew Congrevations at its recent annual 
mecting in New York. The Board also approved a budget of more 
than $200,000 for the coming fiscal year. 


Lady Astor, wholeft New York last week, bas criticised the anti-German 
propaganda in the United States. While declaring herself pro-Jewish, 
she said that if the Jews were behind the anti-German propaganda they 
were — going too far.”

Now thie Children of Reuben and thie Childre (iad had 
great multitude of cattle.”—(Num. xxxii, 1). 


As a result of the hostile and intractable attitude taken up by Sihon 
and Og, the Children of Israel had conquered a vast and fertile eountry 
on the east of the Jordan. It was not the Promised Land 
this country which was the cron of thea wanderings and the end of 
their long trek. But it was a land eminently suited for pasture, 
und the temptation was too great for the two wealthy tribes of 
Reuben and Gad to resist, and they came to Moses with thi lr almnazing 
proposal that they should be allowed to setth 
conquest of Palestine to their brethren. 

Popular tradition has dealt much more kindly with this unjustifiable 
and unworthy demand for than the circumstances merit. 
The exemplary manner in which those two tmbes earned out the 
promise extracted from them: by Moses, and later by Joshua, that in 
return for this permission they would go out in the vanguard of the 
“army, has done much to nutigate the ot erwise harsh verdict of 
posterity. But im their original request there is not a shadow of a 
suggestion of their realisation of their responsibility towards their 
brethren. That came only after the vigorous denunciation of the 
proposal by Moses, and there is no doubt of the consternation and 
dismay of Moses when the request came before him. “ Shall your 
brethren go to the war while ve dwell here?” he asks in astonishment, 
and does not hesitate to accuse them of fostering a spirit. of deteatism 
m the hearts of their brethren, and to compare thei request with the 
perfidy of the faithless spies. Emphatic and unmistakable is his 
reproof: “And behold, ve are riserr up in your fathers’ stead, a brood 
of sinful men, to augment yet the fierce anger of the Lord... 
so ye will destroy all the people.” 

Nor can there be any question that, despite the honourable manner 
in which they afterwards fulfilled ther obligations, their contem- 
prorarics looked tipon them with SUSPICION and distrust, This alone 
eun explain the sudden. outburst of fierce hostility at the mnocent 
action of these two tmbes, on their return to their homes fourteen 
years later, of setting up an altar by the Jordan. (Joshua xxu, 11-12). 
What was it 
that made them, almost at the end of then yourney, renounce those 
ideals which had inspired them’? “Now the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad had a very great multitude of cattle.” Therein 
hes the whole answer. The allurement of the possibility of increased 
wealth became with them the paramount consideration and caused 
therm to renounce those ideals which had sustarned them until now. 
As long iis they were dependent for thei sustenance Upon the heavenly 
manna, so long they trudged forward with their spirit undimned, then 
ideals steadily before them. The moment the evil temptation of wealth 
assailed them, they forgot everything for which they had striven. With 
unerring psyeholomeal insight, Rashi points out how they stand 
axcecused out of their own hps. “ We will build sheepfolds here for our 
cattle, and cities for our little ones.” “They thought more of their 
POSSESSIONS than of their sons and daughters, since the first thought 
that comes into their minds is ther herds, and only afterwards their 
ehildren; and when Moses agrees to their request he gently reproves 
them by stating the correct order: * Build you cities for your little 
ones, and then—folds for your sheep.’ ” 

How profound is the moral which Rashi points out in this verse! 
With what tragic monotony do we see it repeated in every age! As 
long as we are in modest circumstances, as long as we feel our 
dependence upon God for our daily needs, so long we retain our ideals, 
so long the spiritual welfare of our children is our first consideration. 
But just let fortune srmle upon us, let us but amass a little wealth, 
and the temptation to increase it causes us to falter by the way 
and to stop short in our spiritual ascent. In the desire to “ make 
good,” we forget what the essence of goodness is. “And Jeshurun 
waxed fat and he kicked.” Material prosperity has ever been the 
greatest enemy of our better selves, the greatest danger to our own 
souls. We leave the battle to our brethren, while we sit in affluence. 

The Jewish attitude towards wealth 1s clear and unmistakable. It 
denies that wealth is intrinsically evil, that it is “ filthy lucre” per se. 
It denies that it shall be as easy for a man of wealth to enter the 
Kingdom of Heaven as for a camel to pass through the eye of a needle. 
The admonition of R. Jose, of which we read in this week’s Perek, 
“Let the property of thy friend be as dear to thee as thine own,” 
presupposes that a mnan’s own possessions are dear to hum, and no sin 
is thereby unputed to him. Money, wealth, and possessions are merely 
an instrument, an instrument which can be used with equal effect 
both for good and for evil, and it depends upon the hand that wields 
that instrument, upon the heart which actuates that hand, as to which 
it shall be. But, at the same time, it realises to the full that wealth 
is more likely to become an instrument of evil than of good. It is the 
most powerful deterrent to the full evolution of one’s spiritual powers. 
The engrossment in one’s material possessions, the tendency to regard 
the amassing of wealth as an end in itself, instead of as a means to 
an end, the powerful temptation to exclaim: “And all these things 
mine own hand hath achieved,” all render material wealth the 
antagonist of our ideals. 

It is the most vital problem of our time, and the acid test 
of the state of health of our soul is provided by that very test which 
Rashi so finely detects in the unconscious revelation of their motives 
by the children of Reuben and the children of Gad. Which do we 
place first, which springs first unbidden to the mind when we think 
of future success, our possessions or the future of our children? Our 
wealth or our ideals, these imponderables which mean so much? Which 
weighs more with us, and in the eternal struggle between self-interest 
and the well-being of our souls, which emerges victorious? 

“ Now the children of Reuben and the children of Gad had a very 
great multitude of cattle ... and they said... bring us not over the 
Jordan ”—therein lies the supreme tragedy of so many human souls!

The Henlein Nazi Party has di-tributed specia’ leaflets in Bohemia highly 
praising the organisers of the pogroms in Poland, ‘The leaflets, which 
urged the Polish anti-Semites to continue to combat the ** Jewish beasts,” 
have been coufixcated by the police.

The 
paper was latterly under the patronage of Ba on Neustaedter-Stuermer, 
a former pro-Nazi men:ber of the Austrian Cabinet.

The Jewish attitude towards wealth is clear and ummistakable. It 
denies that wealth is intrinsically evil, that it is “ filthy lucre” per se. 
It denies that it shall be as easy for a man of wealth to enter the 
Kingdom of Heaven as for a camel to pass through the eye of a needle. 
The admonition of R. Jose, of which we read in this week’s Perek, 
“Let the property of thy friend be as dear to thee as thine own,” 
presupposes that a mnan’s own possessions are dear to hum, and no sin 
is thereby imputed to him, Money, wealth, and possessions are merely 
an instrument, an instrunent which can be used with equal effect 
both for good and for evil, and it depends upon the hand that wields 
that instrument, upon the heart which actuates that hand, as to which 
it shall be. But, at the same time, it realises to the full that wealth 
is more likely to become an instrument of evil than of good. It is the 
most powerful deterrent to the full evolution of one’s spiritual powers. 
The engrossment in one’s material possessions, the tendency to regard 
the amassing of wealth as an end in itself, instead of as a means to 
an end, the powerful temptation to exclaim: “And all these things 
mine own hand hath achieved,” all render material wealth the 
antagonist of our ideals. 

It is the most vital problem of our time, and the acid test 
of the state of health of our soul is provided by that very test which 
Rashi so finely detects in the unconscious revelation of their motives 
by the children of Reuben and the children of Gad. Which do we 
place first, which springs first unbidden to the mind when we think 
of future success, our possessions or the future of our children? Our 
wealth or our ideals, these imponderables which mean so much? Which 
weighs more with us, and in the eternal struggle between self-interest 
and the well-being of our souls, which emerges victorious? 

“ Now the children of Reuben and the children of Gad had a very 
great multitude of cattle ... and they said... bring us not over the 
Jordan ”—therein lies the supreme tragedy of so many human souls!

AN UNWORKABLE NEW SCHEME 


The Report and recommendations of the Palestine Royal 
Commission, together w th the British Government's statement 
of policy, were issued to the public yesterday. 

The Commission recommends the partition of Palestine into 
‘a Jewick State in the North and West, leaving the remaind:r 
to be joined to the Arab State of Transjordan, with a number 
of centres to be reserved under a British Mandate. The 
reserved centres include Jerusalem, Beihlehem, Nazareth, 
Haifa, Safad, Tiberias, Acre, and Aqaba. 


A system of corridors between variéus points is also recom- 
mended. | 


To effect this cutting up of Palestine, the Commission 
suggests that the Government give up the present Mandate, 
substitute a series of treaties along the lines of those devised 


in connection with Syria and Iraq, and secure a new Mandate 
for the reserved territor.es. 


The payment of a su:vention by the proposed Jewish Pales- 
tine and of a gratuity of £2,000,000 trom the British 
Treasury to the enlarged Transjordan is also suggested. 


The fcllowing is the text of the British Governments state- 
ment of policy: 


His Majesty’s Government in the United Kingdom, by direction of 
His Majesty, have considered the unanimous Report of the Palestine 
Royal Commission. They find themselves in general agreement with 
the arguments and conclusions of the Commission. 

2. As is fully recogmised by the Commissioners in their historical 
survey, His Majesty’s Government and their predecessors, since the 
obligations of the Mandate were accepted, have taken the view, which 
the tenor of the Mandate itself’ implies, that their obligations to 
Arabs and Jews respectively were not incompatible, on the assumption 
that in the process of time the two races would so adjust their national 
aspirations as to render possible the establishment of a single 
commonwealth under a unitary government. 

3. In spite of many discouraging experiences during the past 
seventeen years, Hig Majesty's Government have based their policy 
on this expectation, and have taken every opportunity of encouraging 
co-operation between Arabs and Jews. 


In the light of experience and of the arguments adduced by the Com- 
mission they are driven to the conclusion that there is an irreconcilable 
conflict between the aspirations of Arabs and Jews in Palestine, that these 
aspirations cannot be satished under the terms of the present Mandate, 
and that a scheme of partition on the general lines recommended by the 
Commission represents the best and most hopeful solution of the deadlock. 
His Majesty's Government propose to advise His Majesty accordingly. 


4. His Majesty's Government therefore propose to take such steps 
as are necessary and appropriate, having regard to their existing 
treaty obligations under the Covenant of the League of Nations and 
other international instruments, to obtain freedom to give effect to 
a scheme of partition, to which they earnestly hope that it may be 
possible to secure an eflective measure of consent on the part of the 
communities concerned. 


5. Pending the establishment of such a scheme, His Majesty’s 
Government have no intention of surrendering their responsibility 
for peace, order, and good government throughout Palestine. They 
are in general agreement with the Commission’s recommendatio 
in the matter of public security.

in respect of the whole country, under the Palestine (Defence) Orders-in-

6. In the immediate future, while the form of a scheme of partition 
is being worked out, His Majesty’s Government propose that, 
as an interim measure, steps should be taken to prohibit any land 
transactions which might prejudice such a scheme. Further, since 
the period of the current labour schedule expires at the end of July 
and some provision must be made for the ensumg period, they propose 
that a total Jewish immigration in all categories of 8,000 persons 
shall be permitted for the eight months’ period August, 1937, to March, 
1938, provided that the economic absorptive capacity of the country is 
not exceeded, 

7. In supporting a solution of the Palestine problem by means 
of partition, His Majesty's Government are much impressed by the 
advantages which it offers both to the Arabs and the Jews. The 
Arabs would obtain their national independence, and thus be enabled 
to co-operate on an equal footing with the Arabs of neighbouring 
eountries in the cause of Arab unity and progress. They would be 
finally deiivered from all fear of Jewish domination, and from the 
anxiety which they have expressed lest their Holy Places should ever 
come under Jewish control. . 


The Arab State would receive financial assistance on a substantial 
scale, both from His Majesty's Government and from the Jewish State. 


On the other hand, partrtion would secure the establishment of the 
Jewish National Home and relieve it from any possibility of its being 
subjected in the future to Arab rule. It would convert the Jewish 
National Home into a Jewish State with full control over immigration. 
Its nationals would acquire a status similar to that enjoyed by the 
nationals of other countries. The Jews would at last cease to live a 
“minority life,” and the primary objective of Zionism would thus be 
attained. Under the proposed ‘Treaties the nghts of mmorities in both 
States would be strictly guaranteed. Above all, fear and suspicion 
would be replaced by a sense of. confidence and security, and both 


peoples would obtain, in the words of the Commussion, “ the inestimable 
boon of peace.” 


Short Summary of Main Recommendations 


‘I. Recommendations Under the Mandate 


Administration 


There should be no hesitation in dispensing with the services of 
Palestinian officers whose loyalty or impartiality is uncertain. 

There should be more decentralisation. 

A British Senior Government Advocate should be appointed. 

The Jafia-Haifa road should be completed as speedily as possible. 


Public Security 


Should disorders break out again of such a nature as to require the 
intervention of the Military, there should be no hesitation in enforcing 
martial law. in such an event, the disarmament first of the Arabs and 
then of the Jews should be enforced. 

In mixed areas British District Officers should be appointed. 


Central and local police reserves are necessary. A large mobile 
mounted force is also essential. 


A more rigorous Press Ordinance should be adopted. 


Financial and Fiscal Questions 


Negotiations should be opened to amend the provisions of Article 18 
of the Mandate and put the trade of Palestine on a fairer basis. 


Land 


The High Commissioner should be empowered to prohibit the 
transfer of land in any stated area to Jews. (The amendment of the 
Mandate may first be necessary.) 

Untal survey and settlement are complete, the sale of isolated and 
comparatively small plots of land to Jews should be prohibited. . The 
Commission favour a proposal for the creation of special Public Utility 
Companies to undertake development schemes. | 


An expert Committee should be appointed to draw up a Land Code, 
Settlement should be expedited. 


In the event of further sales of land by Arabs to Jews, the rights | 


of any Arab tenants or cultivators must be preserved. Alienation of 
land should only be allowed where it is possible to replace extensive 
by intensive cultivation, i.c., in the plains, and not at present in the 
hills. | 

Legislation vesting surface water in the High Commissioner is 
essential, Possibilities of irrigation should be explored. The scheme 
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for the development of the Huleh district is commended. 
Measures of aflorestation are recommended. 


Immigration 
The volume of Jewish immigration should continue to be restricted in 
the first instance by the economic absorptive capacity of Palestine, but it 
should be subject to a ‘' political high level,’’ covering Jewish immigration 
of all categories. This high level should be fixed for the next five years 
at 12,000 per annum. Amendments in the categories under the Immigra- 
tion Ordinance and in the definition of '' dependency '’ are proposed. 


Education 

The Administration should regard the claims on the revenue of Arab 
education as second in importance only to those of public security. The 
present proportion between the grant to Jewish education and the 
amount spent on the Arabs should not be altered: an increase in the 
giant to the Jews should result from an increase in the total expendi- 
ture on education. 

In any further discussion of the project of a British University in 
ths Near Kast, the possibilty should be considered of locating it in the 
neighbourhood of Jerusalem or Haifa. 


Local Government 
An attempt should be made to strengthen those few local councils 
which still exist in Arab rural areas, but not to revivify councils which 
have broken down, or to create new ones unless there is a genuine 


' demand for them. The more inportant local councils’ and all the 


municipalities should be reclassified, by means of a new Ordinance 
into groups according to their respective size and mwpportance. 
The services of an expert on local government should be obtained 


to assist in drafting the new Ordinance and improving the relations 


between Government and the municipalities. 


The need of Tel-Aviv for a substantial loan should be promptly and 
sympathetically reconsidered. 


Self-Governing Institutions 
The Commission do not recommend that any attempt be made to revive 
the proposal of a Legislative Council, but they would welcome an enlarge- 
ment of the Advisory Council by the addition of Unofficial Members. 


Conclusion 
The above recommendations for dealing with Arab and Jewish 
grievances under the Mandate will not '‘ remove '’ them or *' prevent their 


recurrence.'’ They are the best palliatives the Commission can devise, but 
they will not solve the problem. 


Terminating the Mandate 


IIl.—Recommendations for termination of the 
Present Mandate on a basis of Partition 


Having reached the conclusion that there is no possibility of solving 
the Palestine problem under the existing Mandate (or even under a 
scheme of Cantonisation), the Commission reeommend the. termina- 
tion of the present Mandate on the basis of Partition and put forward 
a definite scheme which they consider to be practicable, honourable, 
and just. The scheme is as follows: 

The Mandate for Palestine should terminate and be replaced by a 
Treaty System in accordance with the precedent set in Iraq and 
Syria, | 

Under Treaties to be negotiated by the Mandatory with the Govern- 
ment of Transjordan and representatives of the Arabs of Palestine 
on the one hand and with the Zionist Organisation on the other, it 
would be declared that two sovereign independent States would 
shortly be established—(1) an Arab State consisting of Transjordan 
united with that part of Palestine allotted to the Arabs, (2) a Jewish 
State consisting of that part of Palestine allotted to the Jews. The 
Mandatory would undertake to support any requests for admission 
to the League of Nations made by the Governments of the Arab 
and Jewish States. The Treaties would include strict guarantees for 


the protection of minorities. Military Conventions would be attached 
to the Treaties. 


A new Mandate should be instituted to execute the trust of main- 
taining the sanctity of Jerusalem and Bethlehem and ensuring free 
and safe access to them for all the world. An enclave should be 
demarcated to which this Mandat~ should apply, extending from a 
point north of Jerusalem to a point south of Bethlehem, and access 
to the sea should be provided by a corridor extending from Jerusalem 
to Jaffa. The policy of the Balfour Declaration would not apply to 
the Mandated Area. 

The Mandatory should also be entrusted with the administration of 
Nazareth and with full powers to safeguard the sanctity of the waters 
and shores of Lake Tiberias, and similarly with the protection of 
religious endowments and of such buildings, monuments, and places 


in the Arab and Jewish States as are sacred to the Jews and the Arabs 
respectively. 


The frontier between the Arab and Jewish States recommended is as 
follows: Starting from Ras an Naqura, it follows the existing northern 
and eastern frontier of Palestine to Lake Tiberias and crosses the Lake

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to the outfiow of the River Jordan, whence it continues down the river 
to a point rather north of Beisan {indicated by white line on map]. HU 
then cuts across the Beisan Plain and runs along the southern edge of 
the Valley of Jezreel to a point near Megiddo, whence it crosses the 
Carmel Ridge in the neighbourhood of the Megiddo road. It then runs 
southwards down the eastern edge of the Maritime Plain, curving west to 
avoid Tulkarm, until it reaches the Jerusalem-Jaffa Corridor near Lydd2. 
South of the Corridor it continues down the edge of the Plain to a point 
about ten miles south of Rehovot, whence it turns west to the sea. 

Haifa, Tiberiss, Safad, and Acre should be kept for a period under 
Mandatory administration. Jaffa should form an outlying part of the 
Arab State, narrow belts of land being acquired and cleared on the 
north and south sides of the town to provide access from the 
Mandatory Corridor to the sea, 

The Jewish Treaty should provide for free transit of goods in bond 
between the Arab State and Hatfa. 

In view of possible commercial.developments in the future, an enclave 
on the north-west coast of the Gulf of Aqaba should be retained under 
Mandatory administration, and the Arab Treaty should provide for free 

transit of goods between the Jewish State and this enclave, as also to 
| ie the Egyptian frontier at Rafah. The Treaty should provide for similar 

! facilities for the transit of coods between the Mandated Area and Harfa 
Rafah, and the Gulf of Aqaba. 


ion SUBVENTION TO ARABS 

i ‘ The Jewish State should pay a subvention to the Arab State. A 
; Finance Commission should be appointed to advise as to its amount 

| s and as to the division of the public debt of Palestine and other 


financial questions. 

In view of the backwardness of Transjordan, Parliament should be 
asked to make a grant of £2.000,000 to the Arab State. 

As a part of the proposed Treaty System, a Commercial Convention 
should be concluded with a view to establishing a common tanff over 
the widest possible range of importéd articles and to facilitating the 
freest possible interchange of goods between the three territories. 

The mghts of all existing Civil Servants, including nghts to pensions 
or gratuities, should be fully honoured. 

Agreements entered into by the Government of Palestine for the 


development and security of industries, eg., that with the Palestine 
Potash Company, should be taken over and carried out by the Govern- 
ments of the Arab and Jewish States. Guarantees to that effect should 
be given in the Treaties. The security of the Power Station at Jisr el 
Majami should be similarly guaranteed. | 

The Treaties shou'l provide that if Arab owners of land in the 
eewish State or Jewish Owners m the Arab State wish to sell their land, 
the Government of the State 
purchase at a price to be 
Crovermuent 

An unmediate inquiry should be undertaken into the possibilities of 
irngation and development un Transjyordan, the Beersheba District, and 
the Jordan Valley. If it becomes clear that a substantial amount of 
land could be made available for the resettlement of Arabs living in 
the Jewish Area, strenuous efforts should be made to obtain an agree- 
ment, the mmterests of both parties concerned, for an exchange of 
land and population. To facilitate an agreement the United 
Kingdom Parliament should be asked to make a grant to meet the 
cost of the necessary development scheme. 


TRANSITION PERIOD RECOMMENDATIONS 


For the transition period which would intervene before the Treaties 
came into force, the Commission's recommendations are as follows: 
Land purchase by Jews within the Arab Area or by Arabs within the 
Jewish Area should be prohibited. Neo Jewish immigration into the Arab 
Area should be permitted. The volume of Jewish immigration shoulc be 
determined by the economic absorptive capacity of Palestine less the Arab 
; Area. Negotiations should be opened without delay to secure amend- 
ment of Article 18 of the Mandate and place the external trade of 
Palestine on a fairer basis. The Advisory Council should, if possible, be 
enlarged by the nomination of Arab and Jewish representatives. The 
municipal system should be re-formed on expert advice, as recommended. 
A vigorous effort should be made to increase the number of Arab schools. 

The Commission pomt «cut that. while these proposals do not offer 
either the Arabs or the Jews all they want, they offer each party 
what it wants most, namely, freedom and security. 

The advantages to the Arabs of Palestine may be stuntmarised as 
follows :

In order to obtain Arab support in the War, the British Government 
promised the Sherif of Mecca in 1915 that, in the event of an Allied 
victory, the greater part of the Arab provinces of the Turkish Empire 
would become independent. 

The Arabs understood that Palestine would be included in the sphere 
of independence. 


PROMISE TO ARABS 

The following is a précis of the official summary of the Report ? 

In order to obtain the support of World Jewry, the British Goyern- 
ment in 1917 issued the Balfour Declaration. 

“The fact that the Balfour Declaration was issued in 1917 in order 
to enlist Jewish support for the Allies and the fact that this support 
was forthcoming are not sufficiently appreciated in Palestine. The 
Arabs do not appear to realise in the first place that the present 
position of the Arab world as a whole’ ts mainly due to the great 
sacrifices made by the Aled and Associated Powers in the War and, 
secondly, that, in so far as the Balfour Declaration helped to bring 
about the Allies’ victory, it helped to bring about the emancipation of 
all the Arab countries from Turkish rule.” (p. 24.) 

The Jews understood that, if the experiment of establishing a Jewish 
National Home succeeded and a sufficient number of Jews went to 
Palestine, the National Home might develop in course of time inte 

Jewish State. 

The Report supports this behef by relevant extracts trom utterances 
by President Wilson on March 3rd, 1919, General Smuts, on 
November 3rd, 1919, Lord Robert Cecil, Sir Herbert Samuel, and Mr. 
Winston Churchill, besides comments in. leading British newspapers 
(pp. 24, 25). 

The Commission say 

“ This definition of the National Home {in Cmd. 1700 ‘ British Policy 
in Palestine’ published in June, 1922) has sometimes been taken to 
preclude the establishment of a Jewish State. But, though the 
phraseology was clearly intended to conciliate, as far as might be, 
Arab antagonism to the National Home, there is nothing 1n it to 
prohibit the ultimate establishment of a Jewish State, and Mr. 
Churchill himself has told us in evidence that no such prohibition 
was intended.”  (p. 33.) 

These hepes [prospects of ultiniate harmony between the Arabs and 
the Jews] proved unfounded because, although Palestine as a whole 
became bhore prosperous, the CUuUSCS oft the outbreaks of 1920 and 
1921, namely, the demand of the Arabs for national independence and 
their antagonism to the National Home, remained unmodified and 
were, indeed, accentuated by the “ external factors,” namely, the 
pressure of the Jews of Europe. on Palestine and the development of 
Arab nationalism in neighbouring countries, 


EXTERNAL FACTORS 


These same causes brought about the outbreaks of 1929 and 1933, 
By 1936, the external factors had been intensified by 

(1) the suffering of the Jews in Germany and Poland, resulting in 
a great increase of Jewish tumigration into Palestime; and 

{ the prospect of Syria and the Lebanon obtaining the’ same 
independence as Iraq and Saudi-Arabia. Egypt was also on the eve 
vf independence. ' 

In regard to the Arab claun to independence as founded upon 
alleged pledges by the British Government through Sir H. McMahon 
and as formulated by the Arab delegation sent to London in 1922, the 
Commission observe : 

“We belheve that the British Govermnent and Parhament have 
always maintained the moral assumption on which, as explamed 
above, the Mandate was based, namely, that in course of tume Arabs 
and Jews could and would sink ther difierences in a common 
Palestiman citizenship. It was for the achievement of that concord, 
not merely for the further growth in size and strength of the National; 
Home, that they insisted on delay. In other words, a national self- 
vovernment could not be established in Palestine as long as 1t would be 
used to frustrate the purpose of the Balfour Declaration.” (p. 55.) 

And on the prospects of Arab-Jewish reconciliation in 1925: 

“So it was already evident in 1925 that, on its Arab as well as its 
Jewish side, the problem of Palestine could never be a self-contained, 
isolated problem. If at the moment Palestine could have been so 
cut off from the rest of the world by some cataclysm of nature that 
all approach to it or communication with it froin outside became 
unpossible, then perhaps the two peoples confronting each other within 
its narrow borders might have been forced to make the’ best of it and 
learn to live in harmony together. As it was, the Jewish Community in 
Palestine could not be freed from its association with the hopes and 
fears and sufferings of Jews elsewhere, nor could the national aspira- 
tions of the Palestinian Arabs be secluded from those of the Arab world 
all round it.” (p. GL.) 


PREVIOUS COMMISSION RECOMMENDATIONS ADOPTED 


Commenting on the fact that “it 1s stall commonly stated, and 
not only by the Arabs, that a series of Commissions have been sent 
to Palestine, that in each case they have reported in favour of the 
Arabs, and that in each case their recommendations have been rejected 
by the British Government,” the Commission observe : 

“ This is far from the truth. As a matter of fact, the main recom- 
mendations of the Shaw Commission and of Sir John Hope Simpson were 
promptly adopted and put into effect. ..."’ (p. 75.) 

Commenting on the political position following the outbreak of 
1929 and the subsequent inquiries, the Report says (p. 79) : 

Jewish nmmigration had not created, it had only stiffened, the Arab 
demand for national independence. 

The Commission have no doubt as to what were “the underlying 
causes of the disturbances ” of last year (1936). They were ; 

(i) The desire of the Arabs for national independence. 
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(ii) Their hatred and fear of the establishment of the Jewish 
National Home. (p. 110.) 

Commenting on these causes, the Commission say vinter alia: 

“All the other factors were complementary or subsidiary, aggravating 
the two causes or helping to determine the time at whic . 
disturbances broke out.” (p. 111.) 

In the summary of these “ other factors ” occurs the following : 

“(vui) The general uncertainty, accentuated by the ambiguity of 
certain phrases in the Mandate, as to the ultimate intentions of the 
Mandatory Power. This uncertainty has aggravated all the difficulties 
of the situation, and in particular has (a) stimulated the Jewish desire 
to expand and consolidate their position in Palestine as quickly as 
may be, and (6) made it possible for the Arabs to interpret the 
conciliatory policy of the Palestine Government and the sympathetic 
attitude of some of its officials as showing that the British determina- 
tion to implement the Balfour Declaration is not wholehearted.” 


(pp. 111-2.)

The Present Situation 

The Jewish National Home is no longer an experiment. The growth 
of its population has beem accompanied by political, social, and economic 
developments along the lines laid down at the outset. The chief novelty 
is the urban and industrial development. The contrast between the 
modern democratic and primarily European character of the National 
Home and that of the Arab world around it is striking. The temper 
of the Home is strongly nationalist. There can be no question of fusion 


or assimilation between Jewish and Arab cultures. The National Home 
cannot be half-national. 


Crown Colony government is not suitable for such a highly-educated, 
democratic community as the National Home, and fosters an unhealthy 
irresponsibility. 

The National Home is bent on forcing the pace of its development, 
not only because of the desire of the Jews to escape from Europe, 
but because of anxiety as to the future in Palestine, 

The Arab population shows a remarkable increase since 1920, and 
it has had some share in the increased prosperity of Palestine. Many 
Arab landowners have benefited from the sale of land and the profitable 
investment of the purchase money. The fellaheen are better off on the 
whole than they were in 1920. This Arab progress has been partly due 
to the import of Jewish capital into Palestine and other factors associated 
with the growth of the National Home. tn particular, the Arabs have 
benefited from social services which could not have been provided on the 
existing scale without the revenue obtained from the Jews. 

Such economic advantage, however, as the Arabs have gained from 
Jewish immigration will decrease if the political breach between the 
races continues to. widen. 

Aiter emphasising the inportance of the external -factors and 
examining the internal factors which are stimulating the growth ot 
Arab nationalism, the Commission remark : 

“ The ughest element in the picture remains to be noted. Arab 
nationalisn in Palestine has not escaped infection with the foul 
elise which has so olten ce filed the cause ol nationalism othe 
lands. Acts of ‘terrorism’ in various parts of the country have 
long been only too familiar reading in the newspapers. As in 
Jreland in the worst days after the War or in Bengal, intinudation 
at the point of a revolver has become a not infrequent feature 
of Arab polities. Attacks by Arabs on Jews, unhappily, are no 
new thing. The novelty in the present situation 1s attacks by 
Arabs on Arabs. For an Arab to be suspected of a lukewarm 
adherence to the nationalist cause is to invite a visit 
body of ‘gunmen.’” (p. 135.) 

The gulf between the races is thus already wide, and will continue to 
widen if the present Mandate is maintained. 

The position of tis Palestine Government between the two 
antagonistic communities is uUnanviable. There are two rival bodies 
the Arab Higher Commuttee allied with the Supreme Moslem Counc)! 
on the one hand, and the Jewish Agency allied with the Vaad Leum 
on the other—who make a stronger appeal to the natural loyalty ot 
the Arabs and the Jews than does the Government of Palestine. The 
sincere attempts of the Government to treat the two races impartially 
have not improved the relations between them. Nor has the policy of 
vonciliating Arab opposition been successful. The events of last year 
proved that conciliation is useless. 

“We doubt,” says the Commission, “ mdeed, if anywhere else the 
principle of impartiality between different sections of a community has 
heen so strictly applied. The Government of Palestine inight almost 
be described as government by anthmetice. And the worst of it ts 
that the more strictly and widely it operates, the more it nourishes 
the spirit of antagomism between the races.” (p. 139.) 

The Commission here characterise the Palestine Government's policy 
as having ‘‘ from first to last been conciliatory,’’ and that "' if one 
thing stands out clear from the record of the Mandatory administration, 
think the Government itself would be the first to admit, that it carried 
to the point of violence and murder, has been treated. ... After each 
successive outbreak, punishment was sparing and clemency the rule; thero 
was no real attempt at disarmament, nor any general repression; freedom 
of speech was not curtailed. On the Government's handling of the last 
outbreak it is not our duty to express opinions; the matter was implicitly 
ruled 6ut from our terms of reference; but we feel bound to say, and we 
think the Government itself would be the first to admit, that it carried 
the policy of conciliation to its farthest possible limit. Again we are not 
discussing the wisdom of the policy .... Our point, once more, is that 
conciliation, like impartiality, has failed.’’ (p. 140.) 


THE OPERATION OF THE MANDATE 
The principal findings of the Commission are as follows : | 
The Palestinian officers in the Government service work well in 
normal times, but in times of trouble they are unreliable. There should 
be no hesitation in dispensing with the services of those whose loyalty 


from a 


or impartiality is uncertain, 


The grievances and claims of the Arabs and Jews as regards the 
Courts cannot be reconciled and reflect the racial antagonism pervad- 
ing the whole Administration. 

The Jafia-Haifa road should be completed as speedily as possible. 

Further expert inquiry is necessary before deciding whether a second 
deep-water port is required. It would be best to build such a port, 
if at all, at the junction of Jaffa and Tel-Aviv, equally accessible from 
each, 

There 1s no branch of the Administration with which the Jewish 
Agency does not concern itself, but the Agency is not open to criticism 
on this ground, 

The Arab Higher Committee was to a large extent responsible for 
maintaining and protracting the strike last year. The Mufti of 
Jerusalem as President must bear his due share of responsibility... . 
The Commussion discuss a proposal for an enlarged Arab Agency, con- 
sisting of representatives of neighbouring Arab countmes as well as 
of the Arabs in Palestine, to balance the Jewish Agency. If the 
present Mandate system continues, some such scheme will have to be 
considered. 

Although expenditure on public security rose from £265,000 in 
1923 to over £862,000 im 1935-36 (and £2,230,000 in 1936-37, the year 
of the disturbances), it is evident that the elementary duty of provid- 
ing public secunty has not been discharged. Should disorders break 
out again of such a nature as to require the intervention of the 
Military, there should be no hesitation in enforcing martial law 
throughout the country under undivided military control. 

The collection of intelligence was unsatisfactory during the strike. 

After the 1929 disturbances, though twenty-seven capital sentences 
were confirmed, only three murderers suffered the extreme penalty. In 
1936, there were 260 reported cases of murder, sixty-seven convic- 
tions, and no death sentences. The prompt and adequate punishment 
of crime is a vital factor in the maintenance of law and_ order. 


Financial and Fiscal Questions 

Until recent years, the public finances allowed no great scope for 
development in the social services. The accumulation of a considerable 
surplus was a feature of the four years beginning 1932, and there were 
grounds for a conservative attitude towards this development: The 
conclusion that the existence of a large surplus reflects undue 
parsunony 1s not borne out by close analysis, since the entire surplus 
is found to be so heavily mortgaged that it is little more than a 
reasonable provision for existing conmumitments, 

if the inward flow of capital, which is the most singular feature of 
the economy of Palestine, were to be arrested, there is no reason why 
the removal of exceptional advantages should result in penury, though 
there might be some reduction in the standard of living until the new 
economy was established. in the event of a prolonged period of economic 
stagnation, the danger of an exodus of capital cannot be altogether 
excluded. 


There ts no question of the need of increasing the export trade 
and finding markets for the_ever-increasing citrus output. ... . The 
Commission conclude that the provisions of Article I8 (of the 
Mandate) are out of date. Without an amendment of that Article, 
Palestine must continue to suffer from the restrictions which hamper 
international trade, and negotiations should be opened without delay 
to put the trade of Palestine on a fairer basis. ... In the hill districts 
there can be no expectation of finding accommodation for any large 
increase in the rural population. At present, and for many years to 
eome, the Mandatory Power should not atte mpt to facilitate the close 
settlement of the Jews in the hull districts generally. 

The shortage of land is due less to purchase by Jews than to the 
increase in the Arab population. The Arab claims that the Jews have 
obtained too large a proportion of good land cannot be maintained. Much 
of the land now carrying orange groves was sand dunes or swamps and 
uncultivated when it was bought. 


In view of the admitted fact that intensive cultivation of the soil 
is only possible if sufficient water 1s available at low cost, the Com- 
mission referred to the Administration for consideration a proposal 
placed before them for the creation of special Public Utihty Companies. 


Immigration 
~The problem of mnugration has been aggravated by three factors : 
(1) the drastic restrictions imposed on tomration in the United 
States; (2) the advent of the National Sociahst Government m 
Germany; and (3) the increasing economic pressure on the Jews in 
Poland. 

The continuous impact of a highly intelligent and enterprising race, 
backed by large financial resources, on a comparatively poor, 
indigenous community, on a different cultural level, may produce m 
time serious reactions. The principle of economic absorptive capacity, 
meaning that considerations of economic capacity and these alone 
should determine immigration, Is at present inadequate and ignores 
factors in the situation which wise statesmanship cannot disregard. 
Political, social, and psychological factors should be taken into account. 

His Majesty's Government should lay down a “ political high level ’’ 
of Jewish immigration. This high level should be fixed for the next five 
years at 12,000 per annum. The High Commissioner should be given 
discretion to admit immigrants up to this maximum figure, but subject 
always to the economic absorptive capacity of the country. 

Among other alterations in the iunmigration regulations, the Com- 
mission recommend that the Administration should have direct control 
over the immigrants coming in under Category A (1) (persons with 
£1,000 capital), and any person who desires to enter Palestine under 
this category should convince the Immigration authority not only that 
he is in possession of £1,000, but also that there is room in Palestine 
for additional members in the profession, trade, or business which he 
proposes to pursue, 

The Commission cannot accept the view that the Mandatory, having 
facilitated the establishment of a National Home, would be justified 
in shutting its doors. Its economic life depends to a large extent 
on further immigration and a large amount of capital has been invested 
in it on the assumption that immigration would continue, 
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The articles of the Mandate concerning the National Home do 
not apply to Transjordan and the possibility of enlarging the 
National Home by Jewish unmigration into Transjordan rests on the 
assumption of concord between Jews and Arabs. The Government of 
Transjordan would refuse to encourage Jewish uormgration in the 
teeth of popular resistance. 

If it be assumed that the distribution of posts as between the two 
races should be proportional to the size of their respective populations, 
the Government have fairly maintained this proportion in the Crvil 
Service generally, although the rapid expansion of the Jewish 
Community has made this extremely ditheult 

It seems unfortunate that the Admumstration has been unable to do 
more for education. C‘onsidering the inadequacy ot the existiny 
provision for Arab education, the Adrmnistration should regard its 
claims on the revernnitie second ith Hoportance only to those of publie 
security. The existing Arab and Jewish school systems are defimtely 
widening and will continue to widen the gulf between the two races. 

The extent to which the Jews have taxed themselves for education 
is one of the best features of the National Home; and such “™ self- 
help” deserves all support; but it should not be given by altering 
the present proportion between the grant to the Jews and the amount 
spent on the Arabs; it. should result from an increase in the total 
expenditure on education. 

The contrast between the Arab and Jewish systems of education 
is most stnking at the top. The Jews have a University of lngh 
quahty. The Arabs have none and the young intelligentsia of the 
eountry are unable to complete ther education without the cost and 
ol abroad

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Local Government 


The present system of rural self-govermment (through local Councils) 
falls short (1) in a lack of Hexibility, (2) in undue centralisation. An 
tte should be made to stre nethen those lew local councils which 
still exist mm the Arab rural areas, but the Commission do not flavour 
an attempt at present to revivify councils which have broken down 
or to create new ones unless there is a genuine demand for them. 

Tel-Aviv has unique problems of its own caused by its phenomenal! 
crowth during the last five vears. The objectives which the people 
of Tel-Aviv have set before them in the way of social services .are 
in themselves admirable, and the ratepayers have shown-a commend. 
able readimess to bear high rates for their realisation. 

Such hopes aS. Day have been entertained in 1922 of any quick 
advance-towards self-covernment have become less tenable. The bar 
te it—Arab antagonism to the National Home—so far from weakening. 
has grown stronger. 

The Commission do not recommend that any attempt be made 
to revive the proposal of a Legislative Council, but since it 1s desirable 
that the Government should have some regular and effective means 
of sounding public opimon on its pohcy, the Commission would 
welcome an enlargement of the Advisory Councl by the addition of 


Unofficial Members.

The Arabs of Palestine, it has been admitted, are as fit to govern 

; themselves as the Arabs of lraq or Syria. 
’ The Jews of Palestine are as fit to govern themselves as any organised 
| and educated community in Europe. 
‘ Yet, associated as they are under the Mandate, seli-government is 
impracticable for both peoples. The Mandate cannot be fully mnple- 

mented nor can it honourably termunate im the independence of an 
undivided Palestine unless the conthet between Arab and Jew can 
be composed. 

The Commission summarise the Arab and Jewish grievances and 
their own recommendations for the removal of such as are legitunate. 
They add, however, that these are not the reconunendations which 
their terms of reference require. They are the best palliatives the 
(‘ormmussion can devise tor the disease from which Palestine is suffering, 
but they are only pallatives. The disease is so deep-rooted that in 
the ( ‘ormmnussioners: firm conviction the only hope ola cure lies itt a 
surgical operation. 


POSSIBILITY OF A LASTING SETTLEMENT 


The problem of Palestine 1s bnefly restated and the existing 
circumstances are summarised as follows : 

An wrepressible conflict has arisen between two national com- 
munities within the narrow bounds of one small country. . . . The 
conflict has grown steadily more bitter since 1920, and the process will 
continue... . In these circumstances, peace can only be maintained in 
Palestine under the Mandate by ‘repression. This means the main- 
tenance of securnty services at so high a cost that the services directed 
to “the well-being and development” of the population cannot be 
expanded and may even have to be curtailed. . . . Moreover, repression 
will not solve the problem. It will exacerbate the quarrel. It will 
not help towards the establishment of a single self-governing Palestine. 

The British people will not thnch from the task of continuing to 
govern Palestine under the Mandate if they are in honour bound to do 
so, but they would be justified in asking if there is no other way in 
which their duty can be done.... British interest ...has always been 
bound up with the peace of the Middle East, and British statesmanship 
can show an almost unbroken record of friendship with the Arabs. 
There is a strong British tradition, on the other hand, of friendship 
with the Jewish people, and it is in the British interest to retain as 
far as may be the confidence of the Jewish people. 

The continuance of the present system means the gradual alienation 
of two peoples who are traditionally the friends of Britain. 

The problem cannot be solved by giving either the Arabs or the Jews 
all they want. The answer to the question which of them in the end 
will govern Palestine must be ‘‘ Neither.’’ No fair-minded statesman can 
think it right either that 400,000 Jews, whose entry into Palestine has 
been facilitated by the British Government and approved by the League 
of Nations, should be handed over to Arab rule, or that, if the Jews 
should become a majority, a million Arabs should be handed over to 
their rule. But while neither race can fairly rule all Palestine, each ra 
might justly rule part of it. | 


solution of the problem, but it has probably been discarded as being 


The idea of Partition has doubtless been thought of before as a 


impracticable. The difficulties are certainly very great, but when 
they are closely examined they do not seem so insuperable as the 
difficulties inherent in the continuance of the Mandate or in any other 
alternative arrangement. Partition offers a chance of ultimate peace. 
No other plan does. 

The political division of Palestine could be effected in a less thorough 
manner than by Partition. It could be divided like Federal States into 
provinces and cantons. ... The Report then discusses its difficulties. 

While the Commission would not be expected to embark on the 
further protracted inquiry which would be needed for working out 
a scheme of Partition in full detail, it would be idle to put forward 
the prranne iple of Partition and not to give at any concrete shape, 


A Treaty System 

The Mandate for Palestine should terminate and be replaced by a 
Treaty System in accordance with the precedent set im Iraq and 
Svrhi. 

The Mandatory would undertake to support any requests for admission 
to the League of Nations which the Governments of the Arab and the 
Jewish States might make. 

The Treaties would include strict guarantees for the protection of 
minorities in each State, and the tinancial and other provisions to 
which reference will be made in subsequent Sections. 

Military conventions would be attached to the Treaties, dealing 
with the maintenance of naval, military, and ar forces, the upkeep 
and use of ports, roads, and railways, the security of the oil pipe 
line, and so torth. 

The Partition of Palestine is subject to the overriding necessity of 
keeping the sanctity of Jerusalow and Bethlehern inviolate and of 
ensuring irce and safe access to them tor all the world. A now 
Mandate, threw ore, should be framed with the execution of thus trust 
as its prunary purpose. An enclave should be demarcated extending 
from a point north of Jerusalem to a point south of Bethlehem, and 
nvecess to the sea shrould be provided by il corridor extending to the 
north of the main road and to the south of the rulway, including the 
towns of Lydda and Ramile, and terimnating at Jafia. 

But the policy of the Balfour Declaration would not apply; and no 
question would arise of balancing Arab against Jewish claims or vice 
versa. All the inhabitants of the territory would stand on an equal 
footing. 

The Mandatory should be entrusted with the admimstration of 
Nazareth and with full powers to safeguard the sanctity of the waters 
and shores of Lake Tiberias. 


The Frontier 

The natural principle for the Partition of Palestine is to separate 
the areas in which the Jews have acquired land and settled from those 
which are wholly or mainly occupied by Arabs. A Frontier Com- 
mission should be appointed to demarcate the precise frontier. 

The following observations and recommendations are made with 
regard to the proposed frontier and to questions arising from it: 

(i) No frontier can be drawn which separates all Arabs and Arab- 
owned land from all Jews and Jewish-owned land. 

(ii) The Jews have purchased substantial blocks of land in the 
Gaza Plain and near Beersheba and obtained options for the purchase 
of other blocks in this area. The proposed frontier would prevent 
the utilisation of those lands for the southward expansion of the 
Jewish National Home. 

On the other hand, the Jewish lands in Galilee, and in particular 
the Huleh basin (which offers a notable opportunity for development 
and colonisation), would be in the Jewish Area. 

(ui) The proposed frontier necessitates the inclusion in the Jewish 
Area of the Galilee highlands between Safad and the Plain of Acre.... 
At the “ mixed ” towns of Tibenas, Safad, Haifa, and Aere there have 
been varying degrees of friction since the “ disturbances ” of last year. 
It would greatly promote the successtul operation of Partition in its 
early stages, and, in particular, help to ensure the execution of the— 
Treaty guarantees tor the protection of minorities, if those four towns 
were kept for a period under Mandatory administration. 

(iv) Jaffa is an essentially Arab town and should form part of the 
Arab State. The question of its communication with the latter presents 
no difficulty, since transit through the Jaffa-Jerusalem Corridor would 
be open to all. The Corridor, on the other hand, requires its own access 
to the sea, and for this purpose a narrow belt of land should be 
acquired and cleared on the north and south sides of the town. 

(v) While the Mediterranean would be accessible to the Arab State 
at Jaffa and at Gaza, in the interests of Arab trade and industry the 
Arab State should also have access for conimercial purposes to Haifa, 
the only existing deep-water port on the coast. The Jewish Treaty 
should therefore provide for the free transit of goods in bond between 
the Arab State and Haifa. 

The Arab Treaty, similarly, should provide for the free transit of 
goods in bond over the railway between the Jewish State and the 
Egyptian frontier. 

The same principle applies to the question of access for commercial 
purposes to the Red Sea. The use of that exit to the East might 
prove in course of time of great advantage to both Arab and Jewish 
trade and industry, and, having regard to those possibilities, an enclave 
on the north-west coast of the Gulf of Aqaba should be retained under 
Mandatory administration, and the Arab Treaty should provide for the 
free transit of goods between the Jewish State and this enclave. 

The Treaties should provide for similar facilities for the transit of 


goods between the Mandated Area and Haifa, the Egyptian frontier 
and the Gulf of Aqaba. | 


Inter-State Subvention 
The Jews contribute more ‘‘ per capita ’’ to the revenues of Palestine 
than the Arabs, and the Government has thereby been enabled to maintain 
public services for the Arabs at a higher level than would otherwise have 
been possible. Partition would moan, on the one hand, that ‘the Arab 
Area would no longer profit from the taxable capacity of the Jewish 
Area. On the other hand, (1) the Jews would acquire a new right of 
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sovereignty in the Jewish Area: (2) that Area, as we have defined it, 
would be larger than the existing area of Jewish land and settiement: 
(3) the Jews would be freed from their present liability for helping to 
promote the welfare of Arabs outside that Area. it is suggested, there- 
fore, that the Jewish State should pay a subvention to the Arab State 
when Partition comes into effect. 

The Arab and Jewish States, being sovereign independent States, 
would determine their own tariffs. 


Nationality 
All persons domiciled in the Mandated Area (including Haifa, Acre, 
Tiberias, Safad, and the enclave on the Gulf of Aqaba, as long as they 
remain under Mandatory administration) who now possess the status 
of British protected persons would retain it; but apart from this, ail 


Palestinians would become the nationals of the States in which they are 
domiciled. . 


If Partition is to be effective in promoting a final settlement it must 
mean more than drawing a frontier and establishing two States. 
Sooner or later there should be a transfer of land and. as far as possible, 
an exchange of population ; for according to an approximate estimate, 
in the area allocated to the Jewish State (excluding the urban districts 
to be retained for a period under Mandatory Administration) 
are now about 225,000 Arabs. In the area allocated to the Arab Stafi 
there are only about 1,250 Jews: but there are about 125.000 J&vs 
a3 against 85,000 Arabs in Jerusalern and Haifa. 

A precedent 1s afforded by the exchange effected between the Greek 
and Turkish populations on the morrow of the Greco-Turkish War 
of 1922. 

If it should be agreed to terminate the Mandate and establish a 
Treaty Systern on a basis of Partition, there would be a period of 
transition before the new regiune came into force, and during this 
period the existing Mandate would continue to be the governing 
instrument of the Palestine Administration. But the recommendations 
made in Part II of the Report as to what should be done under the 
existing Mandate presupposed its continuance for an indefinite time, 
and would not apply to so changed a situation as the prospect. of 
Partition would bring about. 

The recommendations for the period of transition are set out above.

Cther Points of Interest 


Other points of specifically Jewish interest from the Report are as 
follows : 

“One other feature of the ‘disturbances’ of last year had like- 
wise appeared before. It has been pointed out that the outbreak 
of 1933' was not only, or even mainly, an attack on the Jews, but 
an‘attack on the Palestine Government. In 1936 this was still clearer. 
Jewish lives were taken and Jewish property destroyed; but the out- 
break was chiefly and directly aimed at the Government. The word 
‘disturbances’ givey a misleading impression of what happened. It 
Was an open rebellion of the Palestimian Arabs, assisted by fellow- 
Arabs from other countries, against British Mandatory rule. Through- 
out the strike, the Arab Press indulged in. unrestrained invective 
against the Government. ‘The Government unprisons and demolishes 
and imposes extortionate fines in the interests of imperialism.’ ‘ Great 
Britain has made the League of Nations into a tool for the realisation 
of its wickedest objects and the legalisation of its worst political and 
social aims, and relies on it as an agent for the anmbilation of 
Palestine.” And as to the military operations and the conduct of the 
troops, the dropping of poisoned sweets fromn aeroplanes was one of the 
least outrageous charges made.” 

But it is suggested later that : 

“If, indeed, we were to pick out the feature of the late ‘disturb- 
ances’ which on a general view seems to us the most striking and far- 
reaching, it would be the manner in which they roused the feeling 
of the Arab world at large against Zionism and its defenders.” 

The Commission praises highly the cultural achievements of the 
Jews : 

“All in all, the cultural achievement of this little Community of 
400,000 people is one of the most remarkable features of the National 
Home”: and contrasts that with Arab conditions: “It is the same 
with science. The Daniel Sieff Research Institute at Rehovot is 
equipped with the most delicate modern instruments; the experiments 
conducted there are watched by chemists all over the world; yet from 
its windows can be seen the hills inhabited by a backward peasantry 
who regard it only as the demonstration of a power they hate and 
fear and who would like, no doubt, when their blood is up, to destroy 
it,” 

PALESTINE IN 1913 


The following is an account by a Jewish eyewitness of the condition 
of the Maritime Plain in 1913. It was, the Commission believes, at the 
time when it was written, a truthful and disinterested description : 

The road leading from Gaza to the north was only a summer track 
suitable for transport by camels and carts. ‘This track was dry and open 
for travel in the summer months only. In the rainy season it was 
impassable. 

In the villages on both sides of the track and as far as the hills to the 
east no orange groves, orchards, or vineyards were to be seen until one 
reached Yabna Village. Trees generally were a rare sight in these villages. 
... Nor were there any vegetable gardens to be seen in any of these 
villages except at Jora on the sea (Asqalan). In the Hawakir around the 
villages—small plots fenced around by cactus hedge—one could find in the 
winter green onions and in the summer cucumbers and water melons. 

In all the villages dotting the plain between Gaza and Jaffa there was 
only one well in.a village and in the smaller villages there were no wells 
at all.... Not in a single village in all this area was water used for 
irrigation. Water was scantily used for drinking purposes by man and 
beast. 

Houses were all of mud. No windows were anywhere to be seen. The 
roofs were of caked mud. Every house was divided in two parts—one 
part slightly elevated above the other. The family lived in the elevated 


part while in the lower part the cattle were housed. The cattle were 
small and poor. So were the chickens. 

The fields were sown with wheat, barley, kursena, and lentils in the 
winter—and with dura and sesame in the summer. Fields used for summer 
crops one year were sown with winter crops the next year, and so in 
rotation. The ploughs used were of wood. European ploughs were not 
known in the whole area. Not a village could boast of acart. Sowing 
was done by hand; harvesting by the scythe, and threshing by animals. 
Fields were never manured, 

The lands were all held in masha’a ownership. Every second year the 
fields were measured by stick and rope and distributed among the 
cultivators. Division of land always led to strife and bloodshed. 

The yields wete very poor. Wheat yield never exceeded 60 kgms. per 
dunum and barley about 100 kgms. per dunum. The wheat yield went to 
Government in payment of tithe and to the effendi in payment of interest 
on loans. The fellah himself made his bread from dura. 

The sanitary conditions in the Villages were horrible. Schools did not 
exist and the younger generation rolled about in the mud of the streets. 
The rate of infant mortality was very high. There was no medical service 
in any of the villages distant from a Jewish settlement. In passing a 
village one noticed a large number of blind, or half-blind, persons. 
Malana was rampant. 

The entire area of orange groves owned by Arabs before the War was 
20,000 durrums, while the Jews owned 10,000 dunums. The export of 
oranges was as follows:

But whatever 1hiaky have been the apparent moderation of the Muftrs 
attitude at the commencement, the manifestoes rssued by the Higher 
Arab Committee under his Chatrmanslup, endorsing the strike and then 
urging the Arabs to continue it until certain political anms had been 
uchieved, were clearly prejudicial to law and order. Nor, as far #3 
we are aware, did the Higher Arab Committee at anv time condemn 
the acts of sabotage and terrorisin which became more frequent as the 
strike continued, and the Mufti, as Chairman, must, in our view, bear 
his full share of responsibility for those disorders. 

Several newspapers were suspended during our residence in ‘Palestine, 
yet inflammatory articles which would not have been tolerated in most 
other countries continued to appear One witness declared that 
suspension was really a source of profit to the publishers. It saved 
them expense; gave the newspaper wide advertisement; and when 
in due course it reappeared, ensured them an increased circulation. We 
were told that if a newspaper were closed down it would. reappear 
under another name, and it was not possible under the law to attach

Many Sides 


THERE are people who keep no banking account, 


and there are those who merely keep an account. 


out for one’s needs, are right and obvious uses of a 
bank; these are first essentials. But, if a bank has 
kept step with the times and still retains its background 
of a century’s tradition, it must at least have become 
many-sided. It is to popularize the many-sidedness of 
the Westminster Bank that a small booklet is issued 
named Thirty-nine Advantages, copies of which may be 
had at the counter of any branch office, 
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a defaulting Press. We would recommend the adoption of a Press 
Ordinance providing for a cash deposit which can be confiscated. 

A third suggestion was that the Jews should be armed. As a matter 
of fact, there is good reason to suspect that, hke the Arabs, the Jews 
possess a large number of illicit arms. On this subject, Sir Herbert 
Dowbiggin (Inspector-General of Police, Ceylon, who has done special 
duty reporting on the Palestine Police Force since 1930) reported : 
* It is submitted that the best preventive for the illest possession oO! 
arms and the formation of secret Defence Societies is tor the Govern- 
ment to show and prove that it 1s determined to, and can, maintain 
order and provide for the necessary protection ol persons ana 
property.” 


COMMISSION'S VIEWS ON ZIONIST SETTLEMENTS 


The Hope-Sunpson Report on the Zionist system of settlements 
was extremely unfavourable, but. the present (‘ormmmission reports iis 
follows, after having visited the settlements of Atarot and Kiuriyat 
Anavim : 

“Our impression, after seeing these two settlements, was that they 
were in every way a remarkable testimony to the enthusiastic energy 
not onlv of the immigrants, but of those who financed and advised 
them. Land which under ordinary methods of cultivation would have 
given a precarious crop of cereals has been turned over to- mixed 
farming; and, although these farms cannot be judged on any ordinary 
economic basis, they are a valuable feature in the Jewish colonisation 
as affording a hvelhhood for settlers and training centres for young 
immigrants. It is obvious, however, that any developnient on these 
lines is quite beyond the financial. resources ot Arab 
proprictor. 

* It is unpossible, we believe, for any unprejyudiced observer to see 
the National Home and not to wish it well. It has meant so mruch for 
the relef of unmerited suftering It displays so much and 
enterprise and devotion to a common cause. In so lar Aas Britain 
has helped towards its creation, we would claim, with Lord Balfour, 
that to that extent, at anv rate, Chnstendom has shown itself “ not 
oblivious of all the wrong it has done.” but we would ask all 
syvmpathisers with the National Home, if Europe or overseas, not to 
under-estimate the difficulties which confront it.. It does it no service 
lo brush them aside, to sav that all will be well if we wait a littl 
longer. still less to assert that there would be no rea! ditheulty at 
all ri the Mandators would clo 1ts duty by the Mandate At 
each successive crisis in Palestine those idle hopes have been raised 
and those harves The hest ice’ which well-wishers 
the National Home can render it is to recognise frankly that the 
situation Palestine has reas hed a deadlock and to bend thei minds 
to finding a way out 


JEWISH EVIDENCE “AN IMPRESSIVE PERFORMANCE” 


Indeed, the Jewish evidence, oral and in writing, was an impressive 
performance, characteristic ot the industry and scentific standards of 
the National Home. Nor was it surprising that such a full-scale effort 
should be made on its behalf in view of the fact that its fate, at this 
moment of crisis, might be seriously affected for good or ill by our 
Report. For that reason also, it was natural, no doubt, that the Jewish 
case, like the Arab, should be maximal; that the Jews, lke the Arabs, 
should ask, or rather msist on having, 100 per cent. of what they claum 
as theirs by right. Nor could we forget what the Jews in Palestine 
never forget—the sufferings of the Jews in Europe, and the incentive 
they constitute for trying to stretch the bounds of the National Home 
to their utmost limit. 

If the patient treatment of the Arabs last year has been sharply 
criticised, its critics must confess that it had at least this merit. It 
proved to demonstration that conciliation is no use. It has now 
been tried for seventeen years, and at the end the Arabs, taken as 
a whole, are more hostile to the Jews and much more hostile to the 
Government than they were at the beginning. 

The Mayor of Tel-Aviv urged before us in evidence that, after the 
events of 1936, dependence on Jaffa was “ unthinkable” to the Jews, 
and that both civic pride and reasons of security prescribed the 
development of a purely Jewish port. As remarked above, the 
Administration already had in mind the proposal for constructing 
a second deep-water port to serve Central and Southern Palestine, 
the necessity for which has been urged in many quarters. But further 
expert inquiry is needed before deciding whether such a port, though 
only about sixty mules distant from Haifa, could be justified on 
economic grounds. 

If in the event such a port were to be made, the Jews would wish it 
to be constructed at Tel-Aviv, in extension of their new lighter basin. 
This would undoubtedly be disastrous to the prosperity of Jaffa, and, 
in justice to the Arabs, the Administration has been unable to consent 
to such a proposal. Nevertheless, the Jewish argument against 
dependence on Jaffa remains. Obviously the best solution of the 
problem is the proposal, now under consideration, that the new deep- 
water port should be constructed, if at all, at the junction of Jaffa 
and Tel-Aviv, equally accessible from each. The Mayor of Tel-Aviv 
admitted to us that he would welcome such a compromise. 


Jewish Agency and the Zionist Organisation 
A JOINT STATEMENT 


A joint statement on the proposals has been issued by the Jewish 
Agency and the Zionist Organisation, in the course of which it is 
stated : 

“We must immediately challenge the underlying assumption of 
tho Report that the Mandate is inherently unworkable. The Com- 
mission spent several months in Palestine and made as thorough an 
investigation as was possible in so short a time; there has never been 
a more sincere and fairminded effort to ascertain the facts of the 
Palestinian situation. But they arrived in Palestine to find a break- 
down of administration which had resulted in a state of complete 
insecurity of life and property for law-abiding citizens, Jewish and 
Arab. Things should never have been allowed to reach that pass; 


once it bad been reached, it was well-nigh impossible for anyone con- 
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fronted for the first time with the problem to see where the responsi- 
bility should be laid. With the degree of weakness displayed in 
recent times by the Palestine Administration, any country could be 
reduced to anarchy. | 

“We have done our work and achieved success in Palestine in the 
face of an unwilling and unhelpful Administration. Palestine is an 
exceptional case ol prosperous development inh the post-War period ; 
and as a result the standard of living of its rapidly increasing popula- 
tion, both Jewish and Arab, has greatly nsen. Even more could 
have been aclneved for the benetit of both sections had the policy of 
the Mandate been faithfully unplemented, and had the most elementary 
duty of any government—to enforce security—been carried out without 
fear or favour. It is in that conviction that our movement is united 
in urging that the Mandate should be loyally and consistently applied. 
This view was expressed in the unanimous resolution adopted at the 
last session of the General Council of the Ziomst Organisation. 

The palliatives ’ suggested by the Royal Commission, no less than 
the scheme of partition, are incompatible with the Mandate of 1922. 
Before they could be implemented the Mandate would have to be 
changed by the League of Nations and the problem of Palestine 
would have to be reconsidered internationally. We, therefore, view 
with amazement the way in which H.M. Government's statement of 
policy sweeps away the principle of absorptive capacity as regulating 
Jewish immigration, and tixes a political maximum in violation of our 
rights, of the pronuses given to us in the past, of the most authontative 
interpretations repeatedly piven by Government, and foremost 
among them the White Paper of 1922, which-was submitted to the 
Leacue before the Mandate was assigned to Great Britain. We enter 
our strongest protest against such a distorted applieation of the 
Report.’ 

An appeal is made to the Jewish people to umite all its forces for 
the defence of its inahenable right to its histone homeland, and to its 
national future in Eretz Yisrael. 


The Yishuv Stunned 
Sir A. Wauchope Meeting Leaders 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM ] 


Tuurspay, By Cable. 

Bitter disappointment is the first reaction of both Jews and Arabs 
in Palestine to the recommendations of the Commission, which they 
regard as a counsel of despair. | 

Sir Arthur Wauclope’s broadeast on Wednesday night, declaring 
that for eighteen years the British Government and their High 
Commissioners had tried to effect Arab-Jewish co-operation, evoked 
much cynical comment. The proposed policy, which impties a 
ruthless reshuffling of the population and juggling with territories, 
has left the “ man in the street” stunned and bewildered. _ 

Sir Arthur Wauchope is receiving Arab and Jewish leaders to-day, 
in order to hear their views on the Report. Meanwhile, the outlook 
for both sides is gloomy in the extreme, despite the Govern- 
ment’s assurances that both communities will gain “inestimable 
advantages’ from Partition. 

Extensive precautions were taken throughout Palestine to prevent 
the possibility of rioting when the Commission’s findings were 
announced. All police and military were on duty, and the battle- 
cruiser “‘ Repulse” arrived at Haifa early on Wednesday. 


The Arabs and Partition 
Views of Prominent Leader 


Possibility of Further Terrorism 
[From our Correspondent JERUSALEM ] 


Within the last week before the publication of the Royal Com- 
mussion’s eagerly-awaited Report, numerous rumours have cropped up 
in the local Arabic and Hebrew Press as to the recommendations, and it 
was regarded during the week-end as almost certain that one of the 
tormulae which would be suggested, if not adopted, would be partition. 

In a conversation during the week-end with an important Arab 
leader in Jerusalem, who asked that his name should not be disclosed, 
THe JEWISH CHRONICLE correspondent was told that, in his view, 
partition would be disastrous to the country. He foresaw opposition to 
1t by the majority of both Arabs and Jews, although he knew that there 
would-be a small minority on either side which would urge acceptance 
of the plan if only to remedy the racial deadlock once and for all. 

When asked to give his view on the reaction among the Arabs to a 
partition plan enforced by the Palestine Government against the will of 
the respective populations, the Arab leader took a gloomy view of the 
probable conditions that would ensue. He admitted that the military 
authorities, by imposing martial law, could adequately control the rural 
areas and prevent the formation of guerrilla rebel bands similar to those 
organised under Kawkagi’s leadership during the 1936 disturbances; 
but he felt that a more serious factor, that of individual terrorism, 
would arise in the towns. There would be organised attacks upon 
individuals, irrespective of their standing, which he regarded as a most 
dangerous form of civil disobedience, since it might possibly provoke 
reprisal by the community which was the victim of aggression, in this 
case the Jews. He spoke quite frankly of the intention among junior 


Arab politicians to maintain a regime of terror far more widespread 
than last year. 


The Communist Spirit 


Surprisingly enough, your correspondent’s informant spoke with 
obvious knowledge of the spread of Communist ideas among the 
educated professionals in the Arab community—doctors, lawyers, 
engineers, and the hke—who were taking a keen interest in that 
doctrine. Hitherto Communist propaganda has been confined to the 
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jower classes of the townsfolk, the so-called minor effendis of elemen- 
tary or secondary education. But, from motives of despair or perhaps 
even genuine interest, that spirit is seeping into the upper strata of 
Arab urban society, 

This leader did not think that Italian propaganda stood much chance 
of success in the East, least of all in Palestine, which still retained vivid 
memories of what had happened in Italian North Africa some six or 
seven years ago (during the Senussi insurrection) and in the Italo- 
Abyssinian conflict. Communism, it was felt by local Arabs. 
represented a more pacific means of transition into a condition of life 
that appealed to the Moslem spirit. | 

At all events, he did not believe there would be anv attempt at Arab 
secession from friendship with Great Britain, for the bulk of the leader- 
ship and population were firmly convinced that an Arab Federation 
could be secured only under the auspices of the British Government. 
and possibly as an independent, self-governing unit within the Empire. 

But, leaving aside ultimate considerations of constitutional status 
as an autonomous league or federation, the Palestine Arabs would 
leave no stone unturned in opposing any policy which they regarded 
as inunical to their interests, he said. : 


Prince Mohamed Aly's Plan 


Now that the contents of the Royal Commission’s report are known, 


it would be futile to give the gist of the numerous conjectures and 
speculation which have been flooding the local Press in the past week 
or ten days, but it is interesting to observe that the proposal of Prince 
Mohamed Aly, the Chief Regent of Egypt, for a federation of Syria 
and Northern Palestine under the present Syrian Republican regime 
and of Palestine and Transjordan as a separate state under a 
monarchy is being eagerly canvassed here. The suggestion is 
apparently that the ex-Khedive Abbas Hilmi Pasha, brother of Prince 
Mohamed Aly, should occupy the throne of one of the two states, 
although, of course, the candidature of the Emir Abdullah is strongly 
favoured. The attitude towards the Jews would be to guarantee them 
civil and political nghts on a minority basis, with the privilege of 
maintaiming a permanent 30 per cent. minority in each of the two 
states. Naturally, Jews admitted into Syria under this scheme would 
have to take Syrian nationality. League control would be exercised 
in the southern area (Palestine and Transjordan) under British 
tutelage. 

How far these plans are feasible is quite another matter, and it is 


doubtful whether the British Government, in view of its pronouncement 


of policy, will give them more than academic consideration. But it is 
of utility to give their outline, if only to indicate the extent to which 
personal interests and individual hopes of preferment govern the 
general political situation in this part of the world, a facter which 
even the Arab leaders concerned make no attempt to deny. 


Split in Higher Committee 


Nashashibi Opposition Withdraws 
TERRORISM DIRECTED AGAINST 


The Arab Opposition Pirty led by Ragheb Bey Nashashibi issued 
a statement on Sunday announcing that they bave withdrawn from 
the Arab Higher Committee because the: Mufti of Jerusalem acted 
independently in leaving the country without consulting them, and 
also because a campaign of terrorism is being directed against them. 
The Opposition Party will henceforth carry on their activities 
separately. 

The Mufti, after receiving an urgent summons from his followers, 
returned to Jerusalem on Tuesday, when a meeting of the 
remainder of the Higher Committee was held at which the with- 
drawal of the Nashashibi group was discussed. Later the Com- 
mittee issued a statement urging all Arabs to maintain the National 
front and to close their ranks in anticipation of the problems which 
will arise when the Commission's findings are made known. ‘The 
Committee state that they will reply at a later date to the charges 
made against the Mufti. They do not wish to embark on a 
controversy at this stage when more urgent problems are at stake, 
The Mufti presided at the meeting. 

It is reported from Damascus that the Mufti's attempts to 
obtain the support of the National bloc now ruling in Syria proved 
fruitless. The party treated the Mufii's approaches with reserve, 
beciuse they are immersed in Syria's own problems, and they 
declined to formulate any definite attitude in regard to the partition 
of Palestine before the publication of the Royal Commission's 
Report. 


An attempt to assassinate Fakhri Bey Nashashibi, a relative of 
Ragheb Bey, was made on Thursday of last week as he was sitting 
outside an Arab café in the main street of Jaffa. He was shot at 
three times, but escaped serious injury, and the would-be assassins 
got away. Nashashibi, who is the leader of the Jaffa Moslem opposition 
to the Mufti, was recently appointed Secretary of the Arab Chamber of 
Commerce in Jaffa. 


On Friday last, several shots -were fired into the house of the 
Mayor of Bethlehem, Issa Bendak. The Mavor bimse f was not hit, 
but his wife and two daughters were dangerously wounded. The

Reception to Dr. M. Sargent 


A Purpose for the Palestine Symphony Orchestra 
POSSIBILITY OF MUSIC FESTIVALS 


Dr. Malcolm Sargent recently returned from Pale-tine, where he 
conducted a series of concerts by the Pal -stine Symphony Orchestra 
in connection with the Coronation celebrations. 

On Tuursday evening of last week the Anglo-Palestinian Club gave 
a reception to Dr. Sargent at their premises, 43-44, Great Windmill 
Street, Piccadilly. W. (It will be recalled that an interview with 
Dr. S:rgent on the eye of his departure for Palestine appeared in 
THE JEWiSH CHRONICLE.) 

The function was presided over by Mr. Robert Mayer, founder and 
patron of the famous conoerts for children, in the uvavoidable 
absence through sudden indisposition of Sir Hugh Allen (Director 
ot the Royal Co lege of Music). 

Mr. Mayer, Dr. Israel Feldman, and the Rev. M. L. Perlzweig paid 
tribute to the guest of honour. 

Lieut.-Col. Kisch, who 1s the Treasurer of the Palestine Symphony 
Orchestra, said that very early in the series of concerts in Palestine 
many of the foremost musicians in their orchesira came to those 
who were concerned with.its management, and said, * Piease try - 
to get Dr. Sargent to come back again this year.” They had every 
reason to believe that this wish would be realised. 

Dr. Malcolm Sargent told the gathering that be bad found his 
nudiences, as he bad expected, very understar ding, extremely appre- 
ciative, and very friendly towards the visitor. He was particularly 
interested in bis reception, because the audiences, like the orchestra, 
were at first not too enthusiastic until they saw what goods were 
being delivered. Fortunately, no musician could have won a more 
wholehearted reception than, he was grateful to say, he had from 
Jewish people in Palestine at all the concerts. 


Dr. Sargent’s Tribute to the Players 


Speaking of the orchestra, Dr. Sargent said it was an amusing 
experience to find hiuiself confronted with artists of many nations, 
aud be related that of the eigut ‘cellists no fewer thau seven 
had been principal cellists in some important orobvestra in 
Euronre or Ame‘ica. He had never met a collection of musicians 
so full of warmth with tegard to their work. He could see 
they were there for the purpose of making the best of 
heir music. It was wn interesting experience, becuse too often 
one came ecross orchestras or individual orchestral pla:ers 
whom one had to excite in order to get the best from them. But 
their players in Palestine were exciied be‘ore they began and, if 
anything, one bad to say to them “ Now. steady, steady.” There 
had been criticism of the wind section of this orchestra. It wag 
true, said Dr. Sirgent, that as the strings were exceptiona!—he 
bad pot heard better string pluying in any orchestra in the world— 
the wind section did not come up to their standard. But he really 
had nothing to complain of with regard to the wind section, which 
came comple'ely up to the standard required by the music. 

This wonder‘ul musical instrument bad been given to them, in 
the bands-of the Jews resident in Palestine, with whom, he took it, 
they all felt atone. Now, bow was this instrument going to be 
us d? First of all, it must not be used to make money, even if it 
could so be used. There must be, he urged, some form of 
memorial in Palestine to this extraordinary thing that bed happened 
in the last few ye.rs, and there could be nothing greater than to put 
a permanent orchestra on a solid foundation which would enable 
thei to produce there the greatest music. Palestine was the 
holy land to more than one religion and to people of more than one 
trend of thought. It ws the land for the pigrim. Why not make 
part of the reason for the pilgrimage the fact that there could be 
found great music—that, as with the Salzburg. Festival, each 
year a Festival in Jerusalem or Tel-Aviv would be held where 
the whole wor d could go to hear fine music. There could be no 
better atmosphere for it. Dr. Sargent asked bis audience to spread 
this idea among their friends and to get them to support it.

Dr. Wise Re-elected President 
MESSAGE FROM PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 


Rabbi Dr. Stephen S. Wise was re-elected President of the 
Zionist Organisation of America last week. He asked for 540,000 
for a special fortieth anniversary fund, particularly to create a 
7.0.A. Washington Bureau for the purpose of lobbying Congress, 
Over $10,000 was immediately pledged from the floor of the 
convent on, which was held in New York, 

Messages were received by the Zionist convention from Dr, 
Chaim Weizmann, President of the Jewish Agency for Palestine 
and the World Zionist Organisstion, and Mr. David Ben-Gurion, 
Presideut of the Jewish Agency Executive, urging Dr. Wise and his 
leading colleagues to come to London after the convention to “ give 
the benefit of their advice and assistance” and to add the support 
of the American Jews, which “may be decisive.” 

President Franklin D. Roosevelt has writven a letter to Dr. Wise, 
congratulating him on his re-election, in the course of which he 
said: “ For the past forty years. Pa'estine has demonstrated to the 
Jewish people that ideals supported by practical activity are capable 
of realisation. Remarkable achievements have been recorded in 
the ancient homelaud where the Jews are trying to re-establish the 
culture which has sustained and nourished mankind throughout 
the centuries.” 

President Roosevelt-also expressed the wish that “ out of the rich 
heritage of Jewish culture you will have new inspiration and light 
to guide you to a happy solution of all the problems which press 
upon vou for consideration.” 

Dr. Wise announced that he would be sailing to attend the Zionist 
Congress in Zurich in a fortnight with other Zionist leaders and 
that he would stop in London to confer with Dr. Weizmann, 


Interesting Visitor to Liverpool 
GALLANT POLICEMAN FROM PALESTINE

An interestir g visitor to Liverpool is Constable A. P. Daly of the 
Palestine Police Force, who is spending his leave with his family 
here. Constable Daly gained a considerable reputation for himself 
in Palestine by bis bravery and. heroism on several occasions, not 
least of which was his action in saving the life of a Tel-Aviv school.

the lady had fallen. Mr. Daly had also distinguished himself 
several times during the outbreak last year, and succeeded in 
driving off single-banded a band of Arabs who had attacked two 
employees of the Palestine Electric Corporation whom he was 
escorting. Vagshall, the driver of their car, was killed, and although 
he himself was injured in the crash which foliowed, Daly fired on 
the assailants and repulsed them. He also pursued and captured 
the Arab who threw a bomb into the playground of a school in the 
Yemenite district of Tel-Aviv, although the latter escaped when Daly 
was atticked by an Arab mob who witnessed the arrest. For his 
meritorious conduct Mr. Daly was awarded the medal of the Order 
of the British Empire.

In the course of his address, the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen said that by 
traditional the POSSESSION ola cemetery Was at essential 
rent of a Jewish Community. A cemetery could play an important 
part in the lite of the Commumty. It was the source of inspiration and 
virility for the living. Assembled on that site they could not but 
admure the forethought of the leaders of the Community twenty years 
ago, when they secured that plot of ground adjoining the old cemetery, 
which was shortly to be closed. Dr. Cohen expressed the thanks of 
the Community to the Cemetenes Committee, and, in particular, to the 
Chairman, Mr. Leon Salberg, who had carnmed out a difficult task to the 
satisfaction of all and whose chenshed wish was to open the cemetery 
free of debt. The only way they could appreciate the arduous labours 
of the Cemetenes Committee, added Dr. Cohen, was to contnbute 
liberally to the £2,500 which was stall required. 

Mr. Salberg presented a key to Mr. I. L. Jacobs, the oldest Past 
President of the Hebrew Congregation, to open the Memorial Hall. 
Mr. Jacobs paid a tnbute to those veterans of the Congregation who 
had given ther tune, industry, and money to provide them with a 
Synagogue and cemetery without any burden. 

Qn behalf of the Community, Mr. Oscar Deutsch (President of the 
Hebrew Congregation) thanked the architect, Mr. Goodman, and those 
who had donated the entrance gates, the stained-glass windows, 
lectern, Kaddish tablet, electrolier, and the memorial tablet to the 
hity Birmingham Jewish soldiers who had made the supreme sacrifice 
in the Great War. Mr. Deutsch said that it was remarkable that the 
Cemetenes Committee had been able to reach the stage of consecration 
without making any appeal. They should bear in mind that the whole 
of their indebtedness was in the region of £8,000. After Mr. Salberg 
had paid a tribute to his Committee and to Mr. Bertram Silverstone, 
the gathering assermbled in the Memorial Hall, where the Rev. Dr. A. 
Cohen read the inserrptions and Kaddish was recited.

The fete was opened by Princess Antoine Bibesco, the daughter of 
the Countess of Oxford, who told of a number of cases which had come 
to her own notice. Great men like Albert Einstein and Bruno Walter 
she said, could look after themselves, but it was the freezing out of 
the little man that mattered—and the sufferings of the innocent little 
children. She begged them not to be appalled by the fact that it 
was half-a-muillion who needed saving; let them think of helping just 
one sufferer—and as many “ones” as their means would permit! 
With all her heart she wished their effort that day the great success it 
deserved, 

Mr. W. W. Boulton, M.P., said he had overwhelming evidence of the 
horrors of the persecution of the Jewish race in Germany, and assured 


those present of the sympathy of Parliament, 
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Rabbi B. I. Cohen moved a vote of thanks to the Lord Mayor, Prin- 
cess Bibesco, and Mr. Boulton. He lamented the death of Mre. Eddie 
Graham, who, he said, had always been so prominent in their local life 
and activities, and whose name had been inscribed in the Golden Book 
The vote of thanks was seconded by Mrs. Max Viner, Chairman of 
the Organising Committee, who paid a tribute to the efforts of all 
associated with her. In responding, Princess Bibeseo and the Lord 
Mayor thanked Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Newman: the latter replied.

Tie result is significant ratier than arresting 
which is as it ebould be. As Sir Hugh Walpole writes in the, refece 
to the catalogue: “Here, at least, are paintings that belong to na 
other country; also paintings that are not provincial. They are ofour 
own time (taking time as something longer than the last ten years) 
and yet have links with the pa-t. In spite of family. or national. 
resemblance, these pictures are stamped with individual! personality.” 

Sickert's “The Bur” is flerce and strong. a little sprawling in 
composition, but with some lovely painting; and the same arti-t’s 
completely individual “Shuttered Sunlight” is a subtle study 
in luminosity. William Coldstream's portrait of Christopher 
Isherwood is except onaily fine in drawing and feeling. R. O. 
Dunlop bas chosen and sustained a light key in “The Estuary”: 
the summer breeze cools you even as the sunshine dazzies: there is 
complete unity of tone and the painting is rich indeed, But for the 
greatest painting here look at the jar in John’s “ Peonies in Ischian 
Jar.” Edward Wolfe's “Lanugbarne, South Wales.” and Matthew 
Smith's “Fruit in Bowl” are also lusciously painted, and Quentin 
Bell's “Still .Lile with Eggs" bas real quality. Nadia Benois’ La 
Gaude” is fresh and clean with the open air, and Keith Bayues’s 
“Tu.ips” is a small orange and gold work that eould only have 
come from a real psinter. 

The place of honour at the end of the gallery goes to Vanessa 
Bell, whose large “The Other Room” is inspired by Matisse, 
but falls short of its inspiration. In “ Glasses,” Claude Rogers 
again attracts us with a study from the boys’ school at which 
he teaches: brightly coloured tumblers are used effectively in 
an interesting, if too angular, composition, Lucien Pissarro, in 
“ Youlgrave: Sunset Sketch,” conveys: height with mists below 
very delicately, and Fronces Hodgkins is at her most gay and 
fanciful ip “ Spring in the Ravine.’ “The Band Stand” by Morland 
Lewis is a useful and all too rare piece of contemporary comment, 

The sculpture is not up to the same standard as the painting. 


Old Masters at the Sabin Galleries 


We are used to exhibitions of Old Masters that have been recently 
discovered or thrown into the mariet and that owe their importance 
only to their being Old Masters. ‘The present show at the Sabin 
Galleries is diffrent. Most of the twenty-odd paintings here aré 
lovely things in themselves and would give enjoyment if they 
were not authenticated as being by recognised masters. Lhere 
is, for instance, a delicious little landscape with a woman and a 
6wan by Rembrandt. It is a middle period work and there is also 
a sharp and therefore ear.y portrait by bim. ‘There are two 
good Van Dycks and a rather hard family group by Rubens; the 
Jatter is interesting, however, for the sitters are “” Velvet’ Breughel 
and his wife and children. Oth r good portraits are by Hals, Gains. 
borough and Tintoretto, and by Titian th: re isa fairly early port: ait 
ofa young man described as his “Singolsre Amico.” There are a lovely 
little landscape by Constable and an atiractive sketch by Hobbema. 
Perhaps the best Italian picture is an unusual and beautilul 
“M donna and Child” by’ Fra Filippo Lip i. Other painters 
represented include Quentin Matsys, Steen, Longhi, Boucher and 
Pater.

dress, because they had become so rough and unsightly. She 
was wearing the new length frock, which is more than fourteen 
inches off the ground, and her sheer stockings failed to hide the 
superfluous growth of hair on ber legs. Altogether she looked 
less attractive than I'm certain did that back of bers, which 
was hidden under her fox cape. 

And yet the sunshine is a beautifying agent. It clears the com- 
plexion; and, in the winter, when no natural sun is available, women 
have artificial sun treatment to improve their looks. But there is 
asubtle difference between deliberately and scientifically applying 
the sun ‘to our needs, and just lazing about in it. Lazing about in 
the sun is so excellent for us if only we have done the necessary

preparation beforehand. 

Beauty is like a flower. It needs the sun, quite obviously. But 
it needs, too, care and cultivation, otherwise it is choked by rank 
weeds of inattention or false treatment. A modern woman's beauty 
is a very exotic flower, and when the powerful influence of the sun 
is present, the care should be even redoubled to avoid il effects. 
Let us take the three points I have mentioned in the case of my 
friend. Her arms, ber legs, and her eyes. All three are very much 
in evidence when she is sun-bathing, and all three should have 
benefited from the sun, which only by chance bestowed upon her 
back the luscious tint she was seeking. 

Probably she took the precaution to apply an oil to her back, 
otherwise an unattractive red blotchy peeling would have resulted, 
Arms that are exposed to the sun and to the coarsening effects of 
sand and sea should be carefully massaged with cream before 
retiring.

IRIS BAKER SAVES THE SITUATION AT THE ARTS 


At the Arts Theatre on Sunday was produced “ But Not Your 
Heart,” a comedy by Charlotte Francis. The title is from <A. E. 
Housman’s “ When I Was One-and-Twenty,” but there is nothing of 
Housman in the play, which is a typical West End domestic and 
bedroom comedy. -Miss Francis was herself to have played the leading 
part, but had a nervous breakdown and the part was read at only a 
day’s notice by Iris Baker. 

The play has a very competent middle act, containing breht conversa- 
tion by witty and maudlin drunks, a promise of promiscuous sleeping, 
and a heart-to-heart, man-to-man, etc., conversation on sex. This act 
ig extremely well written, and if only the first act can be brightened up 
(drinks in the auditorium, instead of on the stage, is a suggestion) and 
the last act can be tightened up, so that the obvious conclusion 1s not 
wearisomely delayed, one can see a good West End run for the play. Miss 
Francis has an excellent sense of dialogue. 

Jean Shepeard, Marion Fawcett, Violet Loxley, John Longden and 
Arthur Powell gave the play every chance, and one can searcely conceive 
of a better cast. Of Miss Baker two things should be said very foretbly. 
Her generosity and pluck made the performance possible. Her ability 
made it enjoyable. (ne quickly forgot she Wis reading her part and, 
whether it was light or broad comedy, pathos, passion, or serious Conversa- 
tion, one only wondered occasionally why she was always carrying a bo Nk 
around with her. That the rest of the cast appeared in no wise put out 
by her unfamiliarity with the part is a tribute to her as much as to them.

Uzziah apparently was a little too ambitious, 
Not satisfied with his military and agricultural! 
prowess, he wanted to enjoy priestly power us 
well, One day he went into the Temple and 
claimed the mght to offer incense. -He was 
confronted by Azariah, the chief priest, who 
had at lus back eighty other members of the 
priestly clan, all of them, as the Bible puts it, 
“men of valour.” And, not for the first tune. 
the men of God resisted the lay ruler. “ This 
is not for thee,” they told hin. The ollering 
of imeense was the task of the consecrated 
priests. Uzziah was very angry at this affront 
to his authority at the very moment when. 
censor m hand, he was about to officiate at the 
altar, No doubt his anger brought on an 
attack of the terrible disease of leprosy, the 
seeds of wluch may have been already lurking 
in lis blood. The fact remains that from that 
day till his death, many vears later, he 
remained a Jeper, living apart in an infirmary 
and unable to discharge any of his roval 
functions, which were carried out by his son as 
regent. It was a lamentable fate for so active 
a man, and the Temple authorities were not 
slow to draw a moral from the coincidence that 
the king was smitten just at the time when he 
sought to “trespuss against the Lord.” 


An EARTHQUAKE 


There is just one other incident connected 
with the reign of Uzziah which calls for 
mention, and that is the great earthquake 
which shook Jerusalem and was long remem- 
bered for its terror. It is referred to by 
Zechariah: “ Yea, ye shall flee, like as ye fled 

from before the earthquake in the days of

In the wall of the old Jewish cemetery of 
Worms, there is an ancient inscription with the 
simple words: Here he the twelve Wardens.’ 
The story of their fate is as follows: In the year 
1096 (the vear of the first crusade) a decree went 
forth that all the Jews of Worms were to be put 
to death. Whereupon the twelve Wardens, 
having armed themselves with weapons, which 
they concealed beneath their clothes, went to the 
Town Hall and: begged the assembled councillors 
to withdraw the decree and spare the threatened

Thev were received with derision, and, as a 
reply to their entreaties, were promused death at 
the hands of the fanatical crusaders. Seeing that 
all supplication was vain, the Wardens resolved 
to sell their lives dearly, and they fell upon the 
councillors. while their brethren were defending 
themselves if other parts of the city. But, over- 
powered by numbers, the Jews were soon 
tnassacred: and the twelve Wardens fled to the 
cemetery, where they took one another's lves 
and thus found immortality within the OVA

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Engines of War 
By AUNTIE 


N interesting silelight on the way 
language is developed is provided by 
a word which occurs in the account 
given in the Book of Chronicles of 
the revival of the military power of Judah 
instituted by King Uzziah. who manufactured 

, or catapults for the casting of darts 
or great stones when besieging fenced cities. 
This word comes from the root 20M, meaning 
“to think” or “think out” or “ invent "—in 
other words, the machine was ingenious. Now 
at is curious that the Romans emploved a 
siuilar engine of war which was called 
mgouun, from whieh comes our word 
“ engineer ” through the French form ingénieur. 
Another name for this catapult was ballista, 
trom which we get the word “ ballistics ” (the 
serence of artillery). 


Uzzian 

The story of Uzziah reads almost hke a 
nuxiern reference to rearmament. He created 
an army of 307,500 men and equipped them 
“ with shields and spears and helmets and coats 
of mal an! bows and slings,” while in 
Jorusales: estabhshed a sort of Woolwich 
Arsenal wheic the catapults to which I have 
referred were manufactured.’ He conducted a 
number of expeditions against the surrounding 
tribes and repaired the fortifications of Jerusa- 
lem. But he was not only a military leader. 
He was also greatly interested in agriculture. 
“ He was a lover of the soil.” the Chronicler 
relates, and built watch-towers in the desert 
as well as irrigation works for the watering of 
hus large herds of cattle. In the hill country 
he planted vines, which were tended by large 
armmes of workers. We thus see that this was 
ar. energetic and resourceful monarch who had 
been called to the throne at the early age of 
sixteen. 


A SCENE UN THE TEMPLE 


Uzziah apparently was a little too ambitious. 
Not satisfied with his military and agricultural 
prowess, he wanted to enjoy priestly power as 
well, One day he went into the Temple and 

_clamed the nght to offer incense. He was 
confronted by Azariah, the chief priest, who 
had at his back eighty other members of the 
priestly clan, all of them, as the Bible puts it, 
“men of valour.” And, not for the first time, 
the men of God resisted the lay ruler. “ This 
is not for thee,” they told him. The offering 
of incense was the task of the consecrated 
priests. Uzziah was very angry at this affront 
to his authority at the very moment when, 
censor in hand, he was about to officiate at the 
altar. No doubt his anger brought on an 
attack of the terrible disease of leprosy, the 
seeds of which may have been already lurking 
in his blood. The fact remains that from that 
day till his death, many years later, he 
remained a leper, living apart in an infirmary 
and unable to discharge any of his royal 
functions, which were carried out by his son as 
regent. It was a lamentable fate for so active 
a man, and the Temple authorities: were not 
slow to draw a moral from the coincidence that 
_the king was smitten just at the time when he 
sought to “trespass against the Lord.”

Similarly, Amos 
refers to the fact that his prophetic vision 
began to be revealed to him “in the days of 
Uzziah, King of Judah....two years before 
the earthquake.” It must have been an event 
of outstanding character for time to have been 
reckoned from it, just as we would say “ two 
vears after the Armistice.” One final word: 
It is not merely in the more famihar passages 
that the attraction of the Bible lies. Read with 
intelligence, the Book of Books will be found 
full of interest on almost every page.

In the wall of the old Jewish cemetery of 
Worms, there is an ancient inscription with the 
simple words: ‘‘ Here lie the twelve Wardens.
